First returns in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL’s survey of the Navy Staff 
Corps promotion situation shows a strong 
sentiment among oflicers in favor of im- 
mediate revision of the present system. 

In the first 125 ballots received from 
officers of the Staff Corps, 89 declared 
that they did not favor the present pro- 
motion system, while 29 endorsed the ex- 
isting set-up, a percentage of 75 per cent 
in opposition to the present laws. Eighty 
out of 135 officers answering question 
number 2—whether they favored immedi- 
ate consideration of changes in the law— 
voted in the affirmative, a percentage of 
69%. Nearly two-thirds—80 out of 122— 
declared that they did not feel that delay 
to await thorough consideration of the 
new Line Act outweighed the need for 
immediate action. A similar proportion— 
81 out of 124—said that they favored 
revision of the principles of the Equali- 
zation Act of 1926. 

Ballots containing the four questions 
were sent to all officers of the Navy Staff 
Corps. Returns so far have been heavy 
and in subsequent issues, the remaining

Air Defense Program 


Officially underway this week with the 
White House announcement of plans to 
train 20,000 civilian pilots each year, the 
air defense portion of the President's 
program to fortify the nation began to 
assume definite shape. 

While the general national defense 
program is understood to include pro- 
curement of additional materiel and per- 
sonnel for virtually every arm and ser- 
vice, as reported in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Dec. 17, there seems to be no 
doubt that the Administration will place 
particular emphasis on air increases. 

Highlights of the program under which 
the administration plans to build up both 
the active military aerial defense and the 
nation’s reserve in personnel and mate- 
riel include: 

The pilot training program, To be started 
in February in 12 colleges, under which 
20,000 college youths annually will be 
given 50 hours of dual and solo flight 
training, planned to stimulate civilian in-

Pay “se cau to Go 
Direct to Sen. Sheppard 


Paving the way for immediate consider- 
ation of the Service pay question, Senator 
Morris Sheppard, chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, this week 
asked that the report of the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Board be submitted direct to 
his committee without being referred to 
the various Departments concerned. 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D, Gasser, USA, 
chairman of the Board said yesterday 
that the report of the group has been com- 
pleted and that it will be turned over to 
Senator Sheppard next week. Copies will 
go to the War, Navy, Treasury and Com- 
merce Departments, under which the six 
services represented on the Board come. 
While the group had expected to report 
to the heads of the four departments, 
who in turn would submit the findings to 
the Senate Committee, a direct report is 
to be made at the express wish of the 
Committee chairman, General Gasser 
said. 

This procedure, it is pointed out, in- 
dicates that much more than routine at- 
tention will be paid to the pay document, 
which recommends increased compensa- 
tion for all groups in the Armed Services. 
Senator Sheppard said last week that he 
would hold hearings on the report just as 
soon as possible after Congress convenes 
and that it was one of the first matters 
on the Military Committee’s calendar. 
His action this week is further evidence 
of his interest in the pay situation. 

The report of the Navy Department 
Pay Board is also ready to be submitted 
to Congress with an accompanying draft 
of a bill. It will go to the House Naval 
Affairs Committee and will probably be 
taken up by that body for study. The 
Navy recommendations differ in a number 
of respects from the Interdepartmental 
report provisions, which fact will not 
enhance the chances of pay legislation 
this year. Capt. Jesse B. Oldendorf, USN, 
Navy representative on the joint service 
group has been unable to agree to the re- 
port drafted by the other members of 
that body inasmuch as the Navy Board’s 
report constitutes the approved policy of 
his Department. The other services have 
been unable to agree with a number of 
the recommendations of the Navy Board. 

Despite this disagreement on the part 
of the Services, it is believed that if it 
appears that Congress is in the mood to 
grant a pay increase, the Army and Navy 
can quickly reach a compromise. The 
principal difference between the two lies 
in the method of scaling officers’ com- 
pensation. The Navy insists that pay 
should be based on rank, in accordance 
with increasing responsibility, while the 
Army—and the other services concur 
favors continuation of the principles of 
1922 Pay Act which increases pay in ac- 
cordance with experience and the en- 
hanced efficiency resulting therefrom. 
Contending that responsibility does not 
depend upon rank but upon assignment, 
the Interdepartment Board report flatly 
rejects the Navy stand and makes the 
declaration that pay should not be tied up 
with promotion, as it has little to do with 
it in the Armed Services. 

Another major conflict is as to rental

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With the opening session of Congress upon us, and with one of the major points 
of the administration’s program the building up of America’s armament, the editorial 
reaction to public utterances of key Congressional figures assumes increased impor- 
tance. Below are quoted editorials commenting on National Defense views expressed 
by several Senators and Representatives. 


The Baltimore, Md., Sun, writes, “Inasmuch as the possibility of public hysteria 
on some subject is always present, one cannot dismiss as beyond the range of possi- 
bility Senator Bennett Clark’s warning against an emotional outburst of preparedness 
sentiment. 

“Senator Clark is clear that he favors a defense system adequate to protect 
the continental United States, and he believes that our present establishment is 
sufficient to do that. But would he not include the Panama Canal and its approaches? 
Would he include Hawaii? Would he include a defense system adequate to insure 
our ability to maintain the Monroe Doctrine? And what, granted that, does main- 
taining the Monroe Doctrine involve? 

“If Senator Clark were to answer these questions, he might discover that it 
is not covering all the necessary ground to say that we must protect continental 
United States. He might discover, also, that even the simple statement that we 
must protect continental United States becomes highly complicated when we ask, 
us we must, against what powers or combination of powers must we protect the 
continental United States?” 


The Boston, Mass., Post, comments, “There can be no doubt that conditions in 
Iurope are grave and war is not beyond the bounds of possibility, but not everybody 
in this country is convinced that the United States has to join in the general frenzy. 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri, for instance, terms this fear ‘silly.’ Senator 
Clark, who is frequently mentioned as a potential presidential nominee in 1940, said 
the other day that ‘invasion of the United States is beyond the bounds of reasonable 
human imagination.’ He is probably right, but other orators will keep whipping up 
the fears of the public.” é 


Commenting on remarks made by Senator Walsh before the Massachusetts Feder- 
ation of Taxpayer’s Association, in which the senator advocated the reduction of 
expenditures and taxes, the Springfield, Mass., Republican, writes, “Some of the 
senator’s utterances in the past year have suggested that he was ‘sold’ on the ‘two- 
ocean Navy,’ idea, which means doubling the strength of the Navy so as to have always 
ready two fighting fleets, one in the Atlantic and one in the Pacific. Evidently wrong

inferences were drawn from some of the senator’s off-hand remarks about national 
defense. While the senator’s influential position as chairman of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee exposes him to constant contact with naval experts and big navy 
men in the service, his renewed devotion to a balanced budget based on less spending 
all around and lower taxes should make him one of the most economical naval com- 
mittee chairmen the country has had. But, as to that, we shall see.” 


The Minneapolis, Minn., T'ribune, says, “When Representative Hamilton Fish of 
New York declares that ‘no nation dreams of attacking us’ he is, of course, simply 
guessing. Mr. Fish knows a great many things, but we have never heard that he was 
an authority on other nation’s dreams. It will do no harm for the sake of argument to 
assume that we are on the dream list of some major power, or more specifically that 
the United States is marked for attack by one or more of the totalitarian countries, 
The administration must consider even the remotest possibilities in shaping its defense 
program, and cannot safely dismiss even this one as utterly fantastic. It may not rely 
on what Mr. Fish thinks are the innocent intentions of other nations.” 


“On the surface,” says the Bridgeport, Conn., Post, “Mr. Fish makes out a con- 
vincing case but we must make some reservations to it. In the first place the statement 
that we have the largest Navy in the world is open to question. It may possibly be 
the largest in tonnage. It is certainly not the largest in power. And if we confine our 
naval problems only to protecting our own coasts and our own territory we still have 
one of the nicest little problems in the world considering the size of the coast, the 
wealth of the territory and the difficulty of communications between the Atlantic and 

*acific oceans. 

“Many of the ships which Mr. Fish seems to be counting as a matter of tonnage, 

couldn’t fight their weight in tugboats, they are so old.” 


“Those who have been dubious concerning the wisdom of building up the govern- 
ment’s armed forces in the face of world conditions that have been disturbing for 
many months past, and with a brand new crisis developing between Italy and France,” 
writes the Danville, Va., Register, “should be reassured by the statement of Senator 
Carter Glass that enlargement of the country’s defense mechanism is necessary. 

“They may be sure, those timid souls who would hesitate to place the nation in a 
position to defend itself against possible attack from a foreign power, that if Carter 
Glass is willing to spend money for this purpose, it is essential and of the utmost 


importance.”

terest in aviation and to make available 
au vast reserve of selected air-adepts capa- 
ble of being made into military pilots. 

The air mechanics program. Under 
which the National Youth Administra- 
tion will train between 50,000 and 100,006 
young men for service in air industry and 
commerce as weil as the defense agencies. 

The air industry program. Wherein 
stimulation to the enlargement of indus- 
trial capacity will be given and mass pro- 
duction encouraged by orders for training 
planes under both the military and the 
civilian programs and possibly through 
an inclusion of aeronautical items under 
the Educational Orders program, 

Military airplane program, The Navy, it 
is understood, may have an increase of 
1,000 airplanes over its present author- 
ized strength of 3,000. For the Army, 
however, it is generally believed that the 
present authorization of 2,320 airplanes 
will be increased to a total of 10,000, of 
which 6,000 probably would be combatant 
types (pursuit, bombardment, attack), 
while the other 4,000 would be training, 
observation, and transport types, 

Air Bases. Advancement in the air base 
program will be sought through funds for 
the establishment of air posts under the 
Wilcox act authorization. The frequently 
mentioned Alaskan air base probably will 
be asked as well as one in the northeast- 
ern portion of the United States. The 
WPA has carried on considerable work 
on civilian fields and some of these, par- 
ticularly those in the Southern states, 
are looked upon as of great strategic 
value in air military operations, 

Air arsenals and depots. Enlargement of 
the air force will necessitate greater de- 
pot facilities and it is quite likely that 
these will be provided either in the gen- 
eral defense program or from other 
sources, 

Air personnel. A program for enlarge- 
ment of the air corps’ personnel both 
commissioned and enlisted will be initi- 
ated. However, it is understood that this 
will not be computed at the ratio of men- 
to-plane that now holds. Whereas under 
present service conditions the Depart- 
ment estimates that it takes an average 
of 101/10 enlisted men and between two 
and three officers to man, service, and 

maintain each plane, it is believed that 
with a greater concentration of planes at 





each post and the consequent greater op- 
portunity for specialization the number 
of men per plane could be reduced con- 
siderably, so that instead of the 101,000 
required to care for 10,000 planes under 
the existing ratio, many believe this fig- 
ure could be reduced to nearly half. 
Supporting troops. Expansion of arms 
and services for the supply and protec- 
tion of air bases and air operations will 
be necessary aside from the increase in 
men and materiel required for purely 
ground operations under the new policy 
of continental solidarity. Solely for the 
support and protection of air operations 
there must be mobile anti-aircraft artil- 
lery, quartermaster organizations, ord- 
nance and signal facilities and men, and 
particularly a generous increase in the 
present deplorably restricted flight sur- 
geon allowance to accompany air units. 


College Flying Course 

Right colleges and universities already 
have been named te participate in the 
first phase of the pilot training program. 
They are: New York University, Purdue 
University, University of Alabama, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, University of 
Washington, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Texas A. & M. College, and 
Georgia School of Technology. These in- 
stitutions will train 800 students in the 
semester starting next February and 
from the results of this test period the 
plans will be laid for the full program 
starting next Fall. 

It was stated at the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority that all the instructors will be 
civilians and that the planes to be used 
will be rented from commercial concerns. 
Both the CAA and the Departments stated 
that Army and Navy officers will partici- 
pate in the program, at least at the outset, 
in an advisory capacity. 

Inasmuch as the graduates of the 
course will have only 50 hours in the air 
as compared with the 288 flying hours 
given students at the Air Corps Training 
center (and this does not include aerial 
gunnery, bombardment, etc.) the gradu- 
ates of the college courses would require 
considerable additional training (observ- 
ers estimate 200 hours) before utilization 
as military pilots. Probably the greatest 
advantage of having the college pilots 
available, it is stated, is the fact that 
those who are inept at flying will already 
have been eliminated, thus avoiding 
waste of time in military training. 

The text of the official announcement 





on the plan follows: 

President Roosevelt today (Dee. 27) ap- 
proved a program presented by the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority for the annual train- 
ing of approximately 20,000 pilots in the col- 
leges and universities of the United States, 
and authorized the allocation of $100,000 in 
National Youth Administration funds for the 
initial phase of the project. 

This calls for a practical test of the plan 
during the second semester of the present 
school year in not to exceed a dozen educa- 
tional centers in various parts of the country 
which will be selected on the basis of pioneer- 
ing work already done by them in aviation 
training. It contemplates an average of fifty 
hours dual instruction and solo flying for a 
group of 300 college students between the ages 
of 18 and 25. This amount of flight training 
is more than sufficient to qualify candidates 
for the private pilot’s certificates issued by 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 

If results obtained at the chosen demons- 
tration centers confirm the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority’s belief in the soundness of its pro- 
gram, the training pattern developed between 
now and next June will be applied on a na- 
tion-wide scale in several hundred colleges 
and universities during the 1939-1940 school 
year. 

The estimated cost of the first full-scale, 
one-year training program for 20,000 pilots 
is $9,800,000. That the goal of 20,000 pilots is 
easily attainable in a year’s time from the 
1,200,000 young men and women now enrolled 
in our colleges and universities is axiomatic 
considering the tremendous interest of modern 
youth in aviation. 

Difficulty is anticipated, not in getting the 
desired number of young men and women to 
fly when they are provided with an oppor- 
tunity to do so, but in setting strict yet fair 
standards and devising other means of hold- 
ing down enrollment to a manageable figure. 

Since the Act of Congress creating the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority specifically sets 
forth that one of the primary responsibilities 
of this new agency is to foster the develop- 
ment of aviation in the interests of national 
defense, the Authority considers that it is its 
duty to formulate and carry out a program 
which will, to a large degree, meet the aero- 
nautical crisis now facing the country. 

It has no intention of infringing on the 
prerogatives of the armed forces of the United 
States or of interfering with these services’ 
clear cut responsibilities in the field of air 
defense. It is determined rather to supple- 
ment their work and to assist them in every 
possible respect. 

The Authority feels that, by careful co- 
ordination of its program with those of the 
Army and Navy, it will be possible in the 
event of national emergency to expand the 
regular military flying services from a reser- 
voir of civilian airmen and aircraft surpass- 
ing anything of the sort ever before con- 
ceived in this country, or, for that matter, in 
the world. 





By limiting flight training to college stu- 
dents of 18 to 25 and requiring them to meet 
the present physical standards for a com- 
mercial pilot’s certificate, the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Authority program will insure that a 
high percentage of the men thus trained will 
be able to meet both the physical and educa- 
tional standards of the military flying serv- 
ices. Thus, it will create a valuable source 
of supply for these services both for peace- 
time training purposes and in time of na- 
tional emergency. 

The Authority’s plan includes provision for 
the continued training along advanced lines 
of the best qualified studet pilots throughout 
their college careers and on an alumni re- 
fresher-training basis thereafter in order that 
they may be assured of a means to keep up 
their flying and maintain their value as a na- 
tional defense reserve. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority developed 
its program after consultation with many 
leaders of the aviation industry. It is con- 
vinced that in addition to building up a 
valuable aeronautical reserve of young men 
soundly versed in the fundamentals of flying, 
the plan will stimulate a healthy development 
of the aircraft manufacturing industry and 
that the two things together will create a 
back-log of inestimable value to the nation’s 
air defenses. 

Only by such an approach, it believes, can 
the United States adequately safeguard it- 
self against the vast aerial militarization 
programs now being pressed with fanatic 
zeal by foreign powers unless it is to emulate 
their warlike preparations. It is more in 
keeping with the American spirit of pre 
paredness to build up a great pool of men 
and machines, dedicated to and engayed in 
the pursuits of peace, but yielding first place 
to no other nation in flying skill or technical 
development, and quickly adaptable to mili- 
tary needs in the event of war. 

Essentially, the Authority’s plan simply 
proposes to give aviation its proper place in 
the vocational training system already estab- 
lished and functioning in the public and 
private schools of the country. Approximately 
$22,000,000 of federal funds are now expended 
annually on such vocational training. The 
increasing importance of aviation, both as an 
economic factor in American life and as 4a 
necessary back-log to the national defense, 
amply justify its inclusion in a federally 
sponsored vocational training program. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority program 
enbodies adequate ground school courses a8 
a prerequisite to all flight training. One of 
the serious weaknesses in the more or less 
haphazard development of private flying to 
date has been the sketchy and sometimes non- 
existent ground instruction of student pilots 
by instructors and flying schools whose stand- 
ards have not met the requirements for formal 
approval by the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 

Heretofore private flying has been marred 
by an alarmingly high percentage of accl-

and subsistence allowances and is akin 
to the above. The Navy urges that 
bachelor officers should receive allow- 
ances equal to those granted officers with 
dependents, and recommends that in- 
creases be granted in base pay rather 
than allowances. In fact the Navy Board 
would have combined pay and allowances 
but for the difficulties it would have in- 
volved as to the retired list, it is said. 
The majority of the Interdepartmental 
Board, on the other hand, hold that al- 
lowances should be based on need and 
contend that an equal part of the in- 
creases provided in their draft of a bill 
be in the form of larger allowances, mean- 
ing less of an increase for retired per- 
sonnel than the Navy plan. 

The only other real point of difference 
is over the method of boosting enlisted 
men’s pay. The Navy, with a distribution 
of men in grade that is satisfactory to 
them, want to increase the pay base scale, 
while the Army, sorely needing additional 
billets in the upper enlisted grades, favors 
increasing the number of higher grades 
and ratings before enlarging the basic 
scale.

dents, fatal and otherwise. It is felt that this 
has been due in part to the lack of adequate 
and uniformly enforced standards of instruc- 
tion, both preliminary to and during flight 
training, and that steps should be taken to 

remedy this situation. 

Since the Civil Aeronautics Authority is 
charged with insuring the safety of flying 
as well as its orderly encouragement and 
development, it is also imperative that acci- 
dent prevention should be undertaken from 
another approach—that of basic improvement 
in the vehicle used for flight training—as well 
as in the methods of instruction. Specifically, 
the Authority believes that steps should be 
taken to encourage built-in safety in the fu- 
ture construction of aircraft designed for use 
by the private flier. This calls for nothing 
new or unknown; it simply contemplates the 
requirement that known or proven safety 
features be incorporated in the fundamental 
design of such aircraft. 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority believes 
that future experience will show private fly- 
ing to be no more hazardous than driving 
automobiles on our congested highways pro- 
vided: (1) that the standards of flight instruc- 
tion and subsequent flying operations be 
raised by sane and constructive regulations, 
and (2) that the development and use of in- 
herently safer aircraft is required.

Growth of National Defense Sentiment Marks 
1938 as Significant Year for Army and Navy 


In looking back on the past twelve 
months, the most significant development 
noted during the year was the growth of 
the once rather lightly regarded matter 
of National Defense into the principal 
problem of the day. 

Rudely jolted to a realization that force 
is still the controlling element in the 
world, the American people turned their 
attention to making the Army and Navy 
adequate for whatever may be asked of 
them. Seeing the construction of large 
air forces on the other side of the At- 
lantic, noting how superiority in the air 
on the part of one nation made her the 
dominant power in Europe, and observ- 
ing the growing inroads of the totalitari- 
an states in Latin America, American 
leaders and the rank and file found they 
could no longer look at the prospect of 
war as a remote possibility. 

With the country in this frame of 
mind, Congress appropriated more money 


for the Army and Navy than in 
any other peace-time year and au- 
thorized expansion of the Fleet in 
future years. Moderate increases in 


materiel and personnel were provided for 
the Army and its various components, to 
supply long existing deficiencies. But in- 
asmuch as the principal stimulus to re- 
armament—the Czech crisis and the 
Munich pact—did not come until after 
the closing of Congress, it will remain for 
the 76th Congress to carry out arms ex- 
pansion plans developed in the past few 
months. 

As the great emphasis in 1939 appears 
to be Army aviation, so 1938 was the 
Navy's year. Expansion of the U. 8. Fleet 
by more than 20 per cent, a 50 per cent 
increase in naval aviation, and additional 
facilities at navy yards and personnel to 
man the enlarged navy were authorized, 
miurking out a program that will take 
care of the Nation’s naval needs for 
some time to come. Funds were provided 
for a heavy shipbuilding program to be 
laid down this year, including four bat- 
tleships, four cruisers, an aircraft car- 
rier, eight destroyers, six submarines and 
14 auxiliaries. With such a program, ap- 
propriations mounted and under the reg- 
ular supply act, deficiency measures, and 
carry-overs, it is estimated officially that 
$624,630,078 will be spent during the cur- 
rent fiscal year. This is exclusive of 
some $47,000,000 allotted to the Navy 
from Relief funds for construction at 
shore establishments, 

Naval Base Program 

The year saw the development of a 
new naval aviation station at Alameda, 
Calif., establishment of a fleet air base 
at Sitka, Alaska, designation of existing 
niuval shore facilities at Balboa, C. Z., as 
a naval operating base, looking to the 
eventual development of a Canal Zone 
base, and rather extensive improvements 
at Pearl Harbor, T. H. The Navy Depart- 
meut proposed to Congress the establish- 
ment of a major supply base in San Fran- 
cisco Bay, another Alaskan air base at 
Kodiak and further improvements in the 
Hawaiian Islands and Panama. These 
were not authorized but Congress directed 
that a study of the Navy's shore needs 
be made. A board headed by Rear Adm, 
Arthur J. Hepburn, USN, made a survey 
of numerous locations and has prepared 
a report for Congress. Consideration of 
this report and provision for new naval 
and naval air bases probably will head 
the list of naval topics before the Con- 
gress convening next week. 

Development of a new type of naval 
vessel has been in the process during the 
past twelve months. Congress author- 
ized expenditure of $15,000,000 for “mos- 
quito” boats, small torpedo craft designed 
for operations in close waters and com- 
petitions were held last Summer and Fall 
for such vessels. 

Congressional action was not confined 
to the Navy’s materiel needs. A law was 
passed authorizing expansion of the Line 
oflicer strength to 7,562 which will meet 
the needs of the expanding Fleet for 
some years to come, and to increase the 
officer strength of the Marine Corps to 20 
per cent of the Navy figure. The Navy 





and Marine Corps enlisted strength was 
boosted, the latter to reach 110,000 and 
18,000 men, respectively, by the end of 
the current fiscal year. 


Naval Selection Changes 

The same act provided changes in the 
laws governing promotions of the officers 
of the Line of the Navy and the Marine 
Corps, designed to remedy growing com- 
plaints as to injustices. The first selec- 
tion boards to operate under the new law 
have been held and already there is 
doubt that last year’s enactment will help 
conditions to any great extent. A provi- 
sion for “plucking boards” for rear ad- 
mirals has been made inoperative by ad- 
ministrative decision and the failure to 
retain any appreciable percentage of the 
“fitted” officers has weakened this prin- 
cipal feature of the act. 

Two rather important changes were 
made in the organization of the Navy 
during the year. Faced with extensive 
delays in the construction of ships, at 
least partially due to the archaic Navy 
Department bureau set-up in which au- 
thority is divided, the Secretary of the 
Navy designated the Assistant Secretary 
as Coordinator of Shipbuilding. Whether 
this is a solution of the difficulties or 
whether a fundamental reorganization of 
the Department is required will probably 
be discussed in Congress this Winter. 
The other change was in the forces afloat. 
Following consideration of the desir- 
ability and practicability of establishing 
two Fleets, one for the Atlantic and the 
other for the Pacific, and finding that the 
cost would be excessive and that ship- 
yards for such a program are lacking, the 
idea was dropped. Later, however, the 
Navy Department established an Atlan- 
tic Squadron composed of three battle- 
ships, one demilitarized battleship, eight 
new cruisers, eight new destroyers and 
13 old destroyers, 


Gains in Aviation 

Aviation can report many gains during 
the year. The development of large Army 
bombers and patrol boats was rapid and 
the source of much satisfaction to Army 
and Navy authorities. Over-enthusiasm 
or other causes, however, resulted in a 
rather large number of aviation deaths, 
particularly during the Fleet maneuvers. 
Higher requirements for piloting the 
large planes were instituted in the Navy, 
while in the Army there was considera- 
tion of grounding older flyers. 

Both services made gains toward their 
authorized goals, while in the Navy the 
limit was raised from 2,050 to at least 
3,000 planes. Vlans will be presented to 
Congress next week for greatly raising 
the strength of the Army Air Corps from 
2.520 to perhaps to 10,000. In connection 
with the latter move, studies are under- 
way to provide a reserve of pilots and me- 
chanics for such an expanded force in 
connection with the National Youth Ad- 
ministration’s program, and to gear the 
aviation industry to move quickly into 
mass production of plans in the event of 
war, 

After considerable debate, Congress 
authorized und appropriated funds for 
an experimental dirigible designed to test 
out the value of such craft as plane 
earriers, This action was taken in face 
of opposition from the Navy high com- 
mand and the latter won out, for a con- 
tract was let for a small airship useful 
only for coast patrol and training pur- 
poses. Congress also authorized a §2,- 
000,000) autogiro development program, 
which has started under regular appro- 
priations. 

limportant maneuvers were held by the 
Army Air Corps in the Spring and late 
Summer. The GHQ Air Force held exer- 
cises around New York City in which for 
the first time in this country, the coop- 
eration of the civil population in a 
“blackout” was held. Later at Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., joint aircraft-antiaircraft exercises 
were held in which a civilian aircraft 
warning net was tried. Transfer of the 
headquarters of the GHQ Air Force from 
Langley, Va., to Scott Field, IL, was 
ordered, effective as soon as the necessary 
buildings can be completed,

New Defense Policy 

Perhaps the most important develop- 
ment of the year as far as the Army is 
concerned, is the announcement by the 
President of a new fundamental concept 
of defense—protection of the whole con- 
tinent rather than the United States and 
its possessions. Besides expansion of the 
air force, the substitution of continental 
defense for national defense will mean 
provision for an expeditionary force and 
general revision of its war plans and or- 
ganization, 

Progress was made during 19388 in the 
Army mechanization and motorization 
program. Additional antiaircraft equip- 
ment and seacoast defenses will be pro- 
vided under an enlarged program in the 
current appropriation bill, Six million 
dollars was provided by the last Congress 
for retooling arsenals, two millions were 
allowed for building up the ammunition 
reserve, and a ten million dollar educa- 
tional orders program was authorized, de- 
signed to speed up the conversion of in- 
dustry to war needs. An antitank gun and 
a new small antiaircraft gun was stand- 
ardized and procurement of the new 
Garand semi-automatic was started. 
Upwards of 60 million dollars were se- 
cured from PWA-WPA funds for replac- 
ing war-time barracks, and quarters, a 
new building was authorized for the 
Army Medical Museum and Library, and 
funds were appropriated to start the first 
unit of the long projected War Depart- 
ment building. 


Army Training Accomplishments 

Considerable progress was made with 
Army organization and training. The 
Third Army held extensive field exer- 
cises, the Second Army conducted a Com- 
mand Vost Exercise and smaller maneu- 
vers were held in practically every 
Corps Area. Tests of the new infantry 
and cavalry divisional organizations went 
forward. Joint horse and mechanized 
cavalry maneuvers were held at Ft. Riley, 
Kans. After years of domination of the 
National Rifle Matches by the Marine 
Corps, the Infantry Rifle and Pistol 
Teams came forward this year and di- 
vided major honors with the Marines, 
capturing several leading events. In the 
only other major organizational change 
ordered besides the GHQ Air Force, the 
5th Infantry was brought home from 
China and stationed at It. Lewis, Wash. 

Increase of the oflicer strength of the 
Army was uuthorized by Congress and a 
small increment provided. The enlisted 
strength was raised from 162,000 to 165,- 
(00, Legislation was passed to abolish 
the General Staff eligible list and make 
non-graduates of the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School and Army War College 
eligible for Staff duty, a move that was 
practically universally hailed as helpful 
to morale, Another measure was passed 
permitting service with the civilian com 
ponents to count as troop and command 
duty so as to permit officers on duty with 
the Reserves and National Guard to be 
assigned to General Staff duty. The War 
Department lowered the age limits for 
uttendance at Leavenworth and the War 
College. 

Study Army Promotion Stagnation 

Studies were instituted in the War De- 
partment General Staff looking for some 
method of increasing attrition in the field 
grades so as to prevent stagnation of pro 
motion. A proposal to retire outstanding 
colonels who fail of promotion because

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Army Efficiency Reports 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
605-155, March 14, 1988, the following 
changes to those regulations are pub- 
lished : 

“1, Paragraph 2b is changed to read— 

“b. General rating.—A general rating 
of an officer is an official evaluation of 
his performance of duty for the preced- 
ing ten years (actual number of years for 
officers with more than five and less than 
ten years’ commissioned service), com- 
puted by his chief of arm or service from 
the combined annual ratings for those 
years. It indicates the manner in which 
the officer may be reasonably expected to 
perform any duty commensurate with his 
grade and experience. 

“2. Paragraph 3b (1) (c) is rescinded 
and the following substituted therefor : 

“(c) General ratings will be based on 
the last ten annual ratings except that 
in the case of an officer of more than five 
and less than ten years of commissioned 
service the general rating will be based 
on the actual number of years of commis- 
sioned service.”

Upkeep of Motor Transportation 


Lt. Col. Edward C. McGuire, (Cav.), 
GSC, Assistant Chief of Staff for Supply, 
9th Corps Area, gave a most interesting 
talk on maintenance of motor equipment 
in connection with an exhibit of Army 
transportation at a recent meeting of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers in Los 
Angeles. . 


The problem of motor transportation 
and its maintenance in the largest of the 
Corps Areas was a most absorbing one 
for the members of the Society, many of 
whom are officers in the Reserve Corps. 


In his address Colonel McGuire said: 


As is probably known to you all, the Ninth 
Corps Area covers a very large territory in- 
volving eight states. In this large territory 
there are comparatively few garrisons where 
organizations with their assigned motor 
transportation are stationed, but there are 
innumerable small detachments such as Re- 
serve Headquarters and Recruiting stations 
where small numbers of motor vehicles are 
in operation, and this complicates to a great 
extent the problem of motor maintenance. 
In passing, it might be well to state that 
there are several exempted stations within 
the Corps Area which are placed under the 
Ninth Corps Area for motor maintenance 
and other administrative activities which 
also enter into the problem. Some idea there- 
fore, may be had of the necessity of a simple 
and efficient system to cope with the prob- 
lem. In this connection the question has 
often been asked as to the problem of main- 
taining National Guard transportation, but, 
of course, this can be disposed of by the 
simple statement that the maintenance of 
this motor transportation is the responsi- 
bility of the several states. 


QM Repair Units 

In peace time, Quartermaster repair units 
are available in the Ninth Corps Area at 
the following stations: Presidio of San 
Francisco, California; Fort MacArthur, Cali- 
fornia; and Fort Lewis, Washington. Of the 
above, Fort Lewis and Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco are equipped for heavy maintenance 
and Fort MacArthur light maintenance. In 
addition to the above, shops manned by 
other than Quartermaster Corps personnel 
exist at Fort Douglas, Utah; Presidio of 
Monterey, California; Fort George Wright, 
Washington; Fort Missoula, Montana; and 
at the Air Corps stations of Hamilton Field, 
March Field and Rockwell Field. All these 
shops, other than those equipped for heavy 
maintenance, are capable of performing unit 
replacements, as will be discussed below. The 
vehicles involved are passenger vehicles of 
various types, and trucks of various capaci- 
ties, varying in the latter case from % ton 
to 7% tons. In addition, there is certain 
track laying equipment, namely, tanks and 
tractors, but this is maintained by the Ord- 
nance Department which maintains machine 
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shops at Fort Winfield Scott, California, 
and Fort Lewis, Washington. 

In general, motor maintenance is based 
upon the unit replacement system which is 
divided into five echelons of repair. The first 
echelon covers the vehicle operator’s main- 
tenance, such as cleaning, lubricating, ser- 
vicing, and the tightening of bolts and 
screws. In short, that which constitutes 
daily attention to keep a vehicle in perfect 
mechanical order, and to determine at the 
earliest possible moment repairs that may go 
beyond the limit of the vehicle operators 
capability. 

The second echelon constitutes the field 
operator's riaintenance—this embraces peri- 
odical and systematic inspection by an offi- 
cer or his assistant to insure adjustment and 
correction of the first echelon work. The 
repairs undertaken are limited to those 
which can be accomplished by company per- 
sonnel, assisted by the mechanic and the 
tools issued to him, which go with a com- 
pany in the field. This might include tighten- 
ing of brakes, adjustment of lights and tun- 
ing of an engine, including all adjustments 
requiring more knowledge than that available 
to a vehicle operator. 

Unit Replacement 

The third echelon comprises unit replace- 
ment—this contemplates the removal of an 
unserviceable assembly in which a sub-as- 
sembly or part needs repair and immediate 
replacement by a similar serviceable unit. 
This might contemplate the replacement of 
a rear-end, a transmission or, in certain 
cases, the replacement of an entire engine. 
The work requires special equipment and the 
shop authorized to perform this work must 
be so equipped. 

The fourth echelon comprises unit repair and 
requires expert mechanics working in a 
shop equipped to rebuild units that have 
been replaced and been turned in for thor- 
ough overhauling. Spare parts must be 
available and all personnel must be thor- 
oughly trained in the duties required. 

The fifth echelon maintenance contemplates 
reconstruction—this embraces in addition to 
repair and manufacture, the reclamation and 
salvaging of motor vehicles, unit assemblies 
and sub-assemblies in order to replenish 
stock from non-economic repairable units. 
Fifth echelon maintenance requires the 
operation of an extensive establishment com- 
prised of various trade shops and ware- 
houses that are immobile and similar in 
character to manufacturing establishments. 
No such establishment exists in the Ninth 
Corps Area but as an illustration the Quar- 
termaster Corps Shops at Camp Holabird, 
Maryland, illustrate a Fifth echelon in- 
stallation. 

Heavy Maintenance 

All echelons of motor maintenance merge 
one into the other, and particularly the first 
four echelons which are often performed in 
a shop equipped for heavy maintenance such 
as we have at Presidio of San Francisco, 
California, and Fort Lewis, Washington. 
The echelons apply to track laying vehicles 
as well as to wheeled vehicles, and as we 
shall see later, are adopted in the motor 
maintenance of transportation assigned for 
Civilian Conservation Corps work. 

Where motor vehicles are in operation at 
locations not convenient to established Army 
shops, first and second echelon maintenance 
is all that is feasible in many cases, and 
where greater repair is necessary commercial 
establishments are called in to assist, but this 
is not done unless the cost of transportation 
to a proper Army installation is not eco- 
nomie or feasible. 

All tactical organizations are imbued with 
the desire to keep their motor transportation 
to the highest level, and in general tactical 
organizations are capable of performing the 
first to third echelons of maintenance. They 
have many ingenious methods for keeping 
their motor transportation in operation on 
the road during long marches in convoy, and 
under these circumstances, it is seldom that 
a vehicle has to be left behind in a commercial 
shop while on the march. In my own experi- 
ence I have seen a case where the senior me- 
chanic with an organization had improvised 
a metal cradle or basket that could be hung 
under the motor of a truck in tow, and which 
permitted him to adjust bearings while the 
convoy was in motion. In this particular 
organization the pride shown in keeping the 
motor transportation moving and in order 
was most marked and often the subject of 
commendation. 

Supply of Spare Parts 

The supply of spare parts necessary for 
the maintenance carried on in unit shops 
and those administered by the Corps Area, 
is handled by requests through Quarter- 
master Corps channels, and this also applies 
to the furnishing and replacement of tools 
and mechanical equipment necessary in 
motor maintenance. In this connection, it 
should be noted that every effort is made to 
provide a system of motor maintenance that 
will permit all units to maintain themselves 





in the field and not permit them to build up 
a heavy and immobile installation which 
would be of little value when troops are 
called for the purpose for which they exist. 
In this connection, each of the Corps Ares 
shops is equipped with mobile units, which 
you have seen in demonstration this after 
noon, which permits them also to take the 
field, and in time of war heavy immobile 
motor maintenance shops would exist only 
in the rear areas of a theater of operation 
or in the zone of the interior. 

Constant inspection from Corps Area 
Headquarters of lower units is maintained 
to see that motor transportation is kept at 
the highest possible standard, and unit 
commanders are as sensitive on this subject 
as in the “old days” when such pride was 
taken in the animals of an organization. 

Cost of motor maintenance, which is as 
much a factor in the Army as it is with you 
in civilian life, is constantly supervised, and 
at Corps Area Headquarters, the unit cost 
in maintaining vehicles is established by 
long experience tables, and where these costs 
commence to mount, immediate steps are 
taken to look for the trouble. In addition, 
all vehicles have a definite depreciation scale 
which eventually makes them uneconomically 
repairable, at which time regulations pre- 
vent any further expenditure on their main- 
tenance, and the vehicle is either surveyed 
or placed on an inventory inspection report 
looking for its salvage or other disposition.

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Prepare for Fleet Problem 
The main fighting force of the United 
States is now steaming up at home ports 
in California preparing to sail on a few 
hours’ notice for large scale maneuvers in 
the Atlantic. 


Some thirty other vessels, ships of the 
newly created Atlantic Squadron and 
submarines and other craft from Panama 
and the East Coast, are making ready 
along the Eastern seaboard to join the 
main body of the Fleet when it transits 
the Canal sometime in January. There- 
after will be staged what has been de- 
scribed as a show of American naval 
power to impress the dictator states of 
Europe. And while actually, the Fleet 
Problem, to be held in the West Indian 
waters and the Atlantic Ocean to the east 
of Lesser Antilles, has been planned for 
a year or more, it nevertheless fits neatly 
into the Administration’s current diplo- 
matic strategy. 


Little has been announced as to the 
maneuvers other than the place, the num- 
ber of units and personnel participating 
—140 surface vessels, 600 aircraft, 3,000 
officers and 50,000 enlisted men—and the 
general nature of the problem. The Fleet, 
under the problem, will be divided into 
two forces, a White Fleet under Admiral 
BP. C. Kalbfus and a White Fleet under 
Vice Adm. Adolphus Andrews. Black is 
defending a coast and must defeat the 
White Fleet attempting to establish a 
base on that coast. The Atlantic Squadron 
and East Coast units of the Fleet Marine 
Force, according to the brief announce- 
ment, will conduct base defense opera- 
tions in the Culebra area just before and 
after Fleet Problem 20. The Atlantic 
Squadron will participate in the problem 
while the Marines conduct combat 
maneuvers. 

After the problem, the Fleet will 
rendezvous in Guantanamo area for tac- 
tical, gunnery and miscellaneous exer- 
cises. Upon the completion of these exer- 
cises the Fleet will proceed to New York 
for a visit to the World’s Fair, stopping 
at Norfolk en route. 

While the sailing date of the Fleet is 
being kept secret and no announcement of 
the ships to compete has been made, a 
brief note in a Sailing List issued by the 
Navy Department on Wednesday, chang- 
ing the mail addresses of 85 vessels to 
New York City, gives the picture of the 
participating ships and the imminence of 
their departure, It reavels that eight bat- 
tleships, two aircraft carriers, 19 cruisers, 
49 destroyers, three submarines, and 
three tenders will come to the Kast Coast. 

Four battleships will remain on the 
West Coast for overhaul, although one of 
them may join the Fleet for the latter 
part of the maneuvers. In addition, an 
additional aircraft carrier will sail out 
with the Fleet for maneuvers but as it is 
to return to the West Coast for overhaul 
late in January, no mail address change 
was noted. Two cruisers, and a number 
of destroyers, submarines, and Base 
Force vessels will also stay in the Pacific. 
Three cruisers sailing with the Fleet are 
expected to make a cruise around South 
America.

This leaves Battleship Division One 
and Battleship Division Two (except the 
Pennsylvania and California) on the 
West Coast. The ships, the Arizona, Ne- 
vada, Tennessee and Oklahoma, are due 
for overhaul. The Tennessee, however, 
will sail late in January to join the Fleet 
and if it arrives in time will probably 
participate the latter part of the 
maneuvers. 

The Saratoga will sail with the Fleet 
but will probably return to San Pedro 
late in January for overhaul at Puget 
Sound in February. Carrier Division 
Two, composed of the Yorktown and En- 
terprise are already in the Atlantic, and 
are expected to participate in the war 
game. 

Cruiser Division Seven, composed of 
the San Francisco (f), Quincy and Tus- 
caloosa is expected to leave the West 
Coast for a “Good-Will Tour” of South 
America in January. Plans are not com- 
plete, but it is expected that it will round 
Cape Horn and come up the East Coast. 
It will not take part in the Fleet Prob- 
lem. The Vincennes, also in the Division 
will not make the trip as it is due for 
overhaul at Mare Island. 

The Chester of Cruiser Division Five 
will remain on the West Coast as will 
other destroyers, submarines and small 
vessels of the Base Force now in the 
Pacific, not mentioned above, 

One vessel of Cruisers, Battle Force, 
will leave with the Fleet—the Milwaukee. 
The Navy Department states that the 
other ships of that unit are already on the 

Jast Coast, many of them attached to the 
Atlantic Squadron. They are: Cruiser 


Division Hight, the Philadelphia (f), 
Brooklyn, Savannah and Nashville; 
Cruiser Division Nine, Honolulu (f) 


(also flagship of Cruisers, Battle Force), 
Boise, Phoenix, St. Louis, Concord, and 
Cincinnati, Cruiser Division Two—Tren- 
ton. Several of these vessels are now on 
cruises and definite information was not 
available as to which of them will par- 
ticipate in the Fleet Problem. The same 
is true of the new destroyers on the 
Rast Coast, Some of them are in the 
Atlantic Squadron—which ones the De- 
partment will not say—others are on 
cruises and one or two are engaged in 
trials. 

Submarines from Coco Solo, C. Z., three 
new undersea craft waiting to join the 
Fleet at Panama and probably some from 
New London will also participate in the 
Problem. 

Twenty-five ships of the train were 
scheduled to have left West Coast ports 
this week for the East Coast. They are 
the Argonne, Antares, Arctic, Medusa, 
Vestal, Bridge, Brant, Cuyama, Brazos, 
Kanawha, Neches, Relief, Boggs, Lam- 
berton, Dorsey, Elliot, Sonoma, Greebe, 
Tern, Robin, Bobolink, Rail, Utah, Lap- 
wing and Sandpiper.

OUR PRIORITY LIST 

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired, 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned ; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general. 

8. Balanced, orderly expansion of the land, sea and air forces and merchant marine so as 
to provide services that will effectively discharge the missions confided to them, and perfection 
of facilities for gearing industry to them in times of emergency. 

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances; reform of retirement, pension and disability 
laws for enlisted men; and an increase in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical 
knowledge and skill required by modernization, 

5. A National Guard to be increased in personnel and materiel in proportion to expansion 
in the general defense establishment; 14 day training annually for eligible Army reserve offi- 
cers; funds for carrying forward the purposes of the Thomason Act; appropriations for the 
expansion program: of the Naval Reserve. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business, 





TO THE CONGRESS: 

It is not necessarily quantity, it is always quality which determines the value 
of a Nation's Defense. 

You will be asked to provide large increases of materiel, and to take steps 
which will gear industry more effectively to our war machine. 

We submit that of greater importance is the state of the personnel, It is axio- 
matic that it is not the gun, but the man behind the gun who is the nation’s chief 
defense, 

Therefore, you should consider the personnel and take measures for its im- 
provement. 

These measures include provision for decent pay—an Interdepartmental Board 
and a Naval Board have prepared recommendations as a result of thorough studies 
of the effect of pay upon morale and efficiency. 

They include consideration of the promotion situation in the Army, especially 
that recommendation of the Chief of Staff which will permit efficient Colonels to 
be appointed Brigadier Generals upon retirement, 

They include revision of the latest line promotion law of the Navy and the 
Marine Corps, which, through unfortunate interpretations, is not being carried out 
in accordance with the will of Congress; and enactment of a promotion law for 
the Staff of the Navy. 

They include, besides better pay for the enlisted men—the base pay of the Army 
and Navy is $21 per month compared with $30 for the CCC—restoration of the 
reenlistment allowance, so that inducements for continued service will insure the 
retention of capable soldiers and sailors. 

They include more generous provisions for the widows of officers and men. 
The niggardly sums now granted have forced deserving relicts on Relief. 

There are other matters which seem smal! but are important. For instance, 
an allowance for private automobiles used on official business. 

We bring these matters to the attention of the Congress because only through 
their approval can contentment be assured, And contentment is the primary require- 
ment of morale. Therefore, the present session should witness the enactment of 
this essential legislative program. 

ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL, 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WILL deliver his annual message to Congress on 
Wednesday next. It will be devoted to foreign affairs, Immediately thereafter he will 
address the Congress on National Defense. 

The two always have been inseparable. They are more so today than at any 
time since the World War. Our relations with the Totalitarian Powers are strained— 
in the case of Germany almost to the breaking point, in the case of Japan seriously 
impaired, and in the case of Italy embarrassing, even dangerous because of her 
alliance with the Governments named. 

The tense relations will not be improved by the indictment which the President 
is expected to present. 

In the light of the revelations he will make, augmentation of our National 
Defense wili be imperative. 

That augmentation should be ample but not excessive. It should be orderly 
in character. It should be so provided as to prevent any disbalance either in the 
Army or the Navy and Marine Corps, or the air. 

If the establishments which the President will recommend should be topheavy 
either in quantity or quality, and they should not be used, reaction is certain. It is 
a law of physies that a pendulum swung too far in one direction, swings equally 
as far in the other direction. Slashes, perhaps in the next Congress, would deprive 
the Services of the strength which they must have in order to protect the Nation. 

The danger that lies in excess is realized by the General Staff and by the 
Bureau of Naval Operations. They wish to avoid it. 

For our protection, we should heed the military and naval experts who know 
what is necessary, and who have no desire to go beyond that limit.

The answers of individual officers are 
kept strictly confidential. 

Meanwhile at the Navy Department a 
decision as to initiating action for a new 
Staff Corps personnel bill was held up. 
Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, this week 
submitted to the Bureau of Navigation 
recommendations for changes in the selec- 
tion laws governing the Civil Engineer 
Corps. They conform closely to the rec- 
ommendations the Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam G. DuBose, put before Navigation 
several weeks ago. The Bureaus of Medi- 
cine and Surgery and Supplies and Ac- 
counts, however, have recommended that 
no action be taken in the matter of Staff 
Corps personne! legislation until the new 
Line Act is well digested, meaning a de- 
lay of a year or more. 

A Navy Department spokesman said 
that no decision would be made on the 
conflicting Staff recommendations until 
Departmental! officials had an opnortunity 
to discuss the matter with the Chairman 
of the Senate and House Naval Affairs 
Committees. Last year, it will be recalled, 
the committees dropped the Staff person- 
nel situation with a tacit agreement to 
take it up at the coming session.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—President Roosevelt's view of the conduct and designs of the 
Authoritarian Powers will be presented in the annual message he will deliver to 
Congress on Wednesday next. It will be the climax toward which he has been moving 
since the Munich agreement. Chamberlain’s statement that that agreement meant 
“peace for our time” had hardly fallen from his lips, when other acts of aggression 
occurred. Japan occupied Canton and the surrounding territory, thereby imperilling 
the military and commercial value of Hong Kong, and threatening French Indo-China, 
and she insisted to the United States that the Hay principles are outmoded and that 
the “New Order” she is establishing must be recognized by all western nations. 
The excesses upon the Jews in Germany, encouraged by the Nazists, shocked Ameri- 
can opinion, and led to the recall of the American Ambassador to Berlin. Further 
harsh restrictions upon the people of this race were imposed by the Nazi and Fascist 
Governments. Reports became insistent of Hitlerian designs upon the Ukraine, 
Roumania, and Memel. The Italian Senate and Press united in demanding that France 
cede to Italy adjoining French territory, Corsica, Tunisia and French Somaliland, 
and participation in the control of the administration of the Suez Canal. German 
and Italian propaganda sought to destroy the American program at the Pan-American 
Conference at Lima, Peru. In the light of these several acts, it was deemed desirable 
for Secretary Ickes to denounce the brutal treatment of the Jews, and for the Acting 
Secretary of State to castigate the German Charge d’Affaires when the latter pre- 
sented a protest against the Ickes speech; for Senator Pittman, Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, to express his “dislike” of the Nazi, Fascist and 
Communistic Governments, and for the Press Associations to send out inspired re- 
ports that the military program of the President contemplates the addition of 10,000 
airplanes to our air foree, and the instruction of thousands of airplane pilots and 
mechanics, The purpose behind these several measures was to restrain further am- 
bitious moves by the Authoritarian governments, and more humane treatment by them 
of their Jewish populations. It is clear the President is convinced that only by a show 
of great force can Europe be appeased, and his dream of limitation of armaments 
realized. Whether such a force will serve to deter dictators, whose very existence 
depends upon action, is doubtful. That even little Switzerland has no illusions in 
these parlous times, that she is apprehensive that she, too, may be squeezed between 
the German and Italian pincers, is shown by the action of the Swiss Parliament in 
voting the enormous sum, for her, of $79,100,000, to be spent in providing heavy in- 
creases of army equipment, reorganization of the air force, construction of fortifica- 
tions, additional reserve units and general improvement of the country’s defense. 
Incoming Congressmen are awaiting with deep interest the President’s revelations 
on our foreign situation. They are reporting that the people are not willing to go to 
war, and are opposed to the dispatch of any troops to Europe, as in the World War. 
It is certain, therefore, that a strong neutrality policy will be enacted. While, in 
accordance with national sentiment, there will be increases in National Defense, the 
disposition of a large number of the members of the two Houses will be to curb 
executive adventure abroad, and even to press to passage some form of the Ludlow 
amendment to the Constitution for a referendum on war. 











National Defense Sentiment—That the need of preparedness is becoming more and 
more apparent to the American people, is confirmed by the Gallup poll published this 
week, A like poll was made in 1935. It is, therefore, possible by the following tables 
which Dr. Gallup prepared, to show the trend of sentiment:

Dr. Gallup says that 95% of the voters are against American participation in 
another war like the World War, but that their heavy vote for reenforced armaments 
is due to, first, the feeling that war is inevitable, and, therefore, “we'd better be 
prepared to protect our interests”; second, that the United States must take account 
of European rearmaments and that foreign nations should not be allowed to “get so 
far ahead that we would be put in a defenseless position,” and, third, the belief that 
America can “help keep world peace only by being strong.” 5 

It is apparent from the results of the polls that the American people are deeply 
concerned over foreign developments. Indeed, a Gallup poll published last Sunday 
showed that the greatest reader interest is in items relating to foreign affairs. The 
undeclared war in China and the realization of the trend toward war in Europe 
with its effect upon the United States, apparently have dissipated in the public mind 
the opinion which prevailed up to only a few years ago that peace would be achieved 
through disarmament or limitation of armaments in which this country would set 
the example. The people now understand that their country would be a subject of 
conquest as is China, were it defenseless. Another interesting deduction made from 
the polls is that the people appreciate the value of all elements of defense. Their 
support of the Navy shows an increase since 1935 of 14%, of the Army 12% and of the 
Air Force 6%. The last continues the popular idol, with a 90% sentiment, the Navy 
is second with 86% and the Army third with 82%. This means that an average of 
86 out of every 100 voters in the United States wants the Nation to enlarge its means 
of denfense. Probably such a strong public opinion regarding our armaments was 
never before held in peace time. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—The passage of the Naval Reserve Act of 1938 
necessitated the revision of the SandA forms now being used as vouchers for making 
payments to the Naval Reserve. In order to save time and labor in the preparation 
and handling of forms a study was made to determine the possibility of consolidating 
certain of these Naval Reserve Forms and eliminating others, It was found practie- 
able to reduce the ten forms now being used to four new forms which are numbered 
and identified as follows: SandA Form 444 Compensation for Drill or Equivalent 
Duty Pay; SandA Form 444a Compensation for Appropriate Duties; SandA Form 
444) Compensation for Command; and SandA Form 445 Uniform Gratuity. 

These new forms have been approved by the General Accounting Office and an 





order for printing has been placed with the Government Printing Office. These forms 
will be stocked at the Naval Supply Depot, Naval Operating Base, Norfolk, Virginia, 
und an adequate supply should become available during the month of December, 
Instructions as to the preparation and use of the new forms will be issued shortly to 
all Naval Reserve activities. 

The Quarterly Returns of the Retainer Pay Section are sent direct to the General 
Accounting Office, without audit by the Administrative Examination Division, and it 
was found that the new vouchers could be increased in size. The old SandA Forms 
for the Naval Reserve were of the same size as the pay vouchers for the Regular 
Naval Service, but for convenience in filing it was decided that it would be more 
practicable to have these néw forms printed in 8”x1044” size. These new forms will 
be divided into sets with a distinctive color for each copy and in pads of twenty-five 
sets to the pad. They are designed to be applicable to all classes of the Naval Reserve 
and are suflicient in themselves without supplementary papers. 


Cavalry—Word has been received here that Brig. Gen. Kenyon Joyce, USA, will 
report at It. Bliss, Tex., to take up his new command January 3. 

Col. Francis W. Glover, who has been on duty with the Organized Reserves at 
Charleston, 8S. C., will be relieved there about Jan. 15 and be assigned to the Ist 
Cavalry Division, at Ft. Bliss, Tex. 

Visiting at the Chief of Cavalry’s office this week were Col. Frederick D. Griffith, 
jr., from the Michigan State College, and 1st Lt. Karl L. Scherer from the United 
States Military Academy. 

2nd Lt. Joseph R. Barker has been relieved from the Air Corps Primary Flying 
School, Randolph Field, Tex., and assigned to duty in the Philippine Department. 


Transportation of Household Effeets—The matter of fixing weight allowance 
limitations for shipment of household effects of Navy personnel upon change of sta- 
tion being controlled by administrative regulation, the acting comptroller general 
this week ruled that there is no objection to a change in the regulations to provide 
that the effects which may be transported “will not exceed, when prepared for 
shipment in accordance with the commercial usage of the carrier selected as the 
transporting agent, the following gross weights,” but, comparison of the costs of 
such shipments—as, for instance, motor van and railroad freight—must be on the 
actual weight shipped and not on the maximum allowance of the oflicer unless that 
is the weight actually shipped, and where more than one shipment is made on a 
change of station, the total payments for packing, crating, drayage and shipping of 
the weights shipped (within the authorized allowance) may not exceed the cost 
of such services for the aggregate of the weights of the shipments (within the 
authorized allowance) from the officer’s old to his new station. 


Coast Artillery Corps—Coast Artillery officers of Washington, D. C., and vicinity 
uttended the annual dinner at the Army and Navy Country Club in honor of Maj, 
Gen, Archibald H. Sunderland, Chief of Coast Artillery, who was also the speaker 
of the evening. Col. Hl. P. Newton acted as toastmaster while all arrangements were 
under the direction of Lt. Col. Roy Atwood, Maj. Aaron Bradshaw and Maj. Thomas 
Betts. 

Visiting the Chief’s office this week were Col. Theodore M. Chase, who is on 
Organized Reserve duty at Richmond, Va., and Lt. Col. Ralph EF. Hains, assistant 
chief of staff for supply at First Corps Area headquarters. Another Washington 
visitor was Ist Lt. Lewis K. Beazley, of the 52nd Coast Artillery, Ft. Hancock, N. J., 
who has been on temporary duty at Camp Dix, N. J. 

Col, Eugene B. Walker of the 51st Coast Artillery at Ft. Monroe, Va., will shortly 
shift over to the 2nd Coast Artillery at the same station, while Col. Francis P. Harda- 
way of the 2nd will move over to the 51st.

Candidates for Naval Academy—The Bureau of Navigation states that it has on 
hand a number of textbooks, some used and some new, suitable for study by Naval 
Academy candidates. These books are issued in sets to vessels having candidates 
on board, in quantities not to exceed three sets to battleships and carriers, two sets 
to heavy or light cruisers, and one set to other vessels. 

The Commanding Officer of a vessel that has not received its allowance of text- 
books, and that has recommended Naval Academy candidates on beard, may request 
books by sets from the Bureau of Navigation. 

As an aid to the instruction of candidates who, because of insufficient sea duty, 
must prepare on board for the Naval Academy Entrance Examinations, copies of 
monthly examinations given at the Naval Academy Preparatory School will be for- 
warded to those vessels from which enlisted applicant cards (N. Nav. 116) are re- 
ceived recommending candidates. These examinations are for the convenience of 
officers charged with the instruction of candidates. Keys will not be supplied. 

Inquiries concerning the status of enlisted candidates for the Naval Academy 
are frequently received in the Bureau. In order that information on which to base 
replies to these inquiries may be available, Form N. Nav. 116 for all applicants for 
the Naval Academy whether nominated or not is required by Article D-6107, Bureau 
of Navigation Manual 


Army Air Corps—aAn interesting development being watched by the service is the 
replacement of the conventional metal fuel tanks in airplanes with bags made of thin 
fabric impregnated with synthetic rubber. The bags are made to fit the shape of the 
interior compartments of the wing, fuselage or floats where the gas tanks would 
normally be installed. Some craft already have been fitted with such tanks, and 
while the Army has not yet had any for test it is understood that some of the planes 
Shipped abroad have been so equipped. Among the advantages seen for the gas 
bags over the old type metal tank is an appreciable savings in weight, lack of vibra- 
tion, easier and more rapid repair or replacement, and a greater safety factor from 
fire. Tanks partially filled with gasoline and the remainder of their space taken 
up with gas laden air explode violently when set off, whereas tanks completely filled 
with gasoline and all air excluded are relatively safe (soldering them in the latter 
state is common practice). The bag type, because it would collapse as the fuel is 
consumed and would not admit air would, therefore, give a greater safety factor.

Shipment of Household Effects—The Bureau of Navigation Bulletin notifies the 
Service of a change in the regulations governing transportation of household effects 
of naval personnel upon retirement or transfer to the Reserve. Referring to a recent 
change (No. 19) in the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts Manual, Article 1870-6(g) 
and to Bureau of S and A Memorandum No, 434, of Nov. 1, 1938, the Bulletin states: 
“The memorandum regarding ‘Shipment of Household Effects upon Retirement, 
appearing on page 2, Bureau of Navigation Bulletin Number 251, Aug. 28, 1937, is 
hereby cancelled. Transportation of household effects upon retirement or transfer 
to the Fleet Reserve is authorized from the last duty station and/or place of storage 
of the effects to one or more destinations as may be desired.” 


Infantry—Brig. Gen. Dana T. Merrill, commanding the 10th Infantry Brigade at 
Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., reported in Washington this week for conferences at 
the War Department. Likewise consulting with Department officials was Col, Oliver 
8. Wood, of the 28th Infantry, Ft. Ontario, N. Y., who has been appointed executive 
officer for the National Rifle and Pistol Matches. 

Col. Charles S. Hamilton, who has been on duty with the Organized Reserves at 
Manchester, N. H., will be retired Feb. 28 on his own application after more than 
88 years’ service. 

Lt. Col. Max W. Sullivan, after a tour of duty in the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment at Ninth Corps Area Headquarters, will sail from San Francisco June 20 for 
New York, going thence to Ft. Crook, Neb., for duty with the 17th Infantry. 


Navy E Insignia—The bars which are authorized to be worn under the Navy FE. by 
personnel who have received consecutive awards for efficiency in either Engineering 
or Gunnery, are now available at the Naval Clothing Depot, Brooklyn, New York, 
and may be requisitioned as follows: “Bars (blue or white), engineering or gunnery, 
single bar,” and “Bars (blue or white), engineering or gunnery, sets of two bars.” 
These bars are embroidered in strips of single bars and sets of two bars. The issue 
price is $.02 each, 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—Maj. Henry Harmeling, now an assistant 
Department Judge Advocate in Hawaii, will come to duty in the office of the Judge 
Advocate Generali in Washington, on completion of his tour of foreign service. Maj. 
Edgar A. Jarman, assistant Corps Area Judge Advocate General at San Francisco, 
has been assigned to the Hawaiian Department and will sail about March 1. 


Transfers for Discharge—The Bureau of Navigation has been informed that certain 
vessels have transferred enlisted men to the Seaman’s Barracks, Navy Yard, Charles- 
ton, S. C., for discharge, The Bureau of Navigation Manual directs that men in this 
category be transferred only to receiving ships or receiving stations. As no receiving 
ship or receiving station exists at Charleston, and as facilities are not available for 
handling the necessary work, men should not be transferred to Charleston for 
discharge. 


rmaster Corps—Further changes in AR 30-2210, Quartermaster Corps, 
Rations, have been printed and are now available for distribution. The changes 
supersede €1, of Oct. 2, 1937, and cover such subjects as kinds of rations, food equiva- 
lents, submission of ration returns, etc. 

A caller at the oflice of the Quartermaster General this week was Maj. John A. 
Gilman from the United States Military Academy. 

Maj. Walter C. Thee will come shortly to Baltimore for duty at the Holabird 
Quartermaster Depot. Major Thee, now on leave at Brookline, Mass., has been re- 
lieved of his assignment to the 3rd Quartermaster Regiment at the Presidio of San 
Francisco, Capt. Clause L. Gamble, on duty at the Command and General Staff School, 
bas been relieved of that assignment and will become assistant to the post quarter- 
master at It. Leavenworth, A detail in the Quartermaster Corps has been given to 
ist Lt. Carl W. Kohls, Inf., now on duty with the 25th Infantry, Ft. Huachuca. He 
will report about Jan. 9 for duty as assistant to the Quartermaster at Ft. Huachuca. 


Gyro Compasses—Ships newly commissioned, during the period before joining the 
fleet, do not have the supply facilities of repair ships or tenders available and there- 
fore at times are unable to procure needed spare parts readily. 

In the case of gyro compass or dead reckoning spare parts, there are two methods 
of obtaining these parts: (a) If the equipment is still in the guarantee period and 
responsibility is clearly contractor’s, request should be made on the Inspector of 
Navigational Material, New York, who will obtain material from contractor, or 
from tender or repair ship spares at New York (spares being replenished at a later 
date by contractor). (b) If guarantee period has expired or responsibility is clearly 
not contractor’s, request should be made to the Bureau of Navigation. Supply will 
be directed from tender or repair ship spares which are usually available at Navy 
Yard, New York, or by local purchase by Navy Yard, New York, charges in either 
case (for replacement in tender or repair ship spare part box or local purchase) 
being made to the current New York Yard I&S Allotment. 

Requests should be made by despatch or letter as appropriate, doubtful cases 
always being referred to the Bureau of Navigation. 


Army Dental Corps—Regulations have been drafted and are now ready for dis- 
tribution to the service covering the operation of the newly authorized Central Dental 
Laboratories. Numbered as AR 40-520, the new regulations cover the functions, pur- 
poses, administrative control, organization, etc., of the new laboratories. 

Lt. Col, Oliver J. Cristiansen has been relieved from assignment at the Panama 
Canal Department and will come to the States for duty at the New York Port of 
Embarkation. Lt. Col. Herman J. Lambert, now at Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo., will 
sail from San Francisco about March 1, for duty in the Hawaiian Department. Capt. 
Robert E. Hammersberg, now on duty in the Hawaiian Department, will come to Ft. 
Slocum, N., Y., for duty. 


Letters of Recommendation—It is the present practice of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion upon receipt of requests from the Civil Service Commission, or Superintendents 





of Labor Boards of Navy Yards, to furnish complete records of men’s service, show- 
ing ratings held, dates of ratings, and, if shown, any other special qualifications or 
detail. These statements are for the purpose of establishing the man’s eligibility 
for Civil Service preference and his qualifications for the job he is applying for. 

The Superintendent of the Labor Board, Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., is of the 
opinion that personal letters of recommendation from former officers are often very 
valuable in establishing a man’s qualifications for the job for which he has applied. 
When a man applies to the Board’s office for employment and gives the names of 
certain officers as reference, they write to the applicant and secure the date and place 
at which he served under the officer, and the experience he has had under the officer or 
oflicers mentioned, which would qualify him in experience for the position for which 
he is an applicant. This information, obtained from the man, is transmitted to the 
officer from whom the recommendation is sought. This seems to be a good practice 
and should assist the officer to some extent in identifying the man. It might be well 
for the Labor Boards of all Navy Yards to adopt a practice similar to that followed by 
the Washington Yard. 

The attention of all men leaving the service is called to the necessity of identify. 
ing themselves to the officers selected as references when asking for letters of ree- 
ommendation. Letters requesting recommendations from naval officers should con- 
tain as many details as possible concerning the applicant’s association with the 
ollicer, such as ship or station, full name and rating, and jnclusive dates of service 
under the officer. Success in obtaining the desired position may depend upon getting 
the right kind of letter of recommendation which cannot be given without proper 
identifying details being supplied. It is also suggested that an applicant write to some 
junior officer with whom he was more closely associated than his commanding officer, 
asking him to prepare a letter for the commanding officer’s signature, thus obtaining a 
more accurate outline of the applicant’s ability. When an officer’s name is given as 
reference to the Civil Service Commission, Labor Boards, or prospective employers, 
the applicant should also write direct to the officer, informing him of this fact and 
giving full identification details in regard to himself. 


Army Medical Corps—The amount of illness in the United States increased slightly 
over that of the preceding month, the trend following that of last year and of the 
average for the preceding five years very closely, the Surgeon General stated in his 
review of the health of the Army for the five weeks ended July 30. There was no 
material change in the incidence of injuries, the increased rate being due to a slightly 
greater occurrence of diseases. The greatest amount of illness was in the Kighth 
Corps Area, the lowest in the Fifth. 

There was a considerable difference among the corps areas in the occurrence of 
communicable diseases, the rate therefor being low in the First and high in the 
Fourth Corps Areas. In the First Corps Area but 15 cases of common respiratory 
diseases were reported and there was no pneumonia or influenza. In the Fourth and 
Kighth Corps Areas the occurrence of common respiratory diseases was four times 
as great as it was in the First and in addition there was a considerable amount of 
malaria in the Fourth Corps Area, four times as much as in the preceding month. 
The venereal rate was the lowest for the year, considerably lower for this month 
than in July of 1937 and the average July rate for the five years 1933-1937. There was 
not much difference in the incidence by corps areas except in the Second and Fourth 
Corps, the former of the two having the lowest, the latter the highst rate for the 
month, There was one case of meningococcic meningitis, in the Fourth Corps Area; 
one case of tularemia and one of Malta fever in the Eighth. 

Col. Thomas I. Harwood, jr., will be relieved at Ft. Omaha, Nebr., about March

signed to the Army Medical Center, at Washington. Capt. Robert M. Allott and Capt. 
Harold I. Amory, both of whom are now on duty in the Hawaiian Department, will, 
upon expiration of their tours there, come, respectively to duty at Selfridge Field, 
Mich., and Letterman General Hospital, Calif. 


Yangtze River Patrol—No change in the Yangtze River Patrol, other than the 
return of the gunboat Sacramento to the United States, is contemplated at the present 
time, the Navy Department stated this week. Return of the Sacramento, built in 
Philadelphia in 1914, has been ordered, but no date of departure set. It is expected 
that it will return in the next few months and because of the age of the vessel, it is 
predicted that the Department will decommission her, but no official information as 
to what will be done is available. The Monacacy, which recently came down the 
Yangtze for refueling and new stores, is expected to return to a post up the river. Two 
gunboats are now up the river, the Oahu at Hankow and the Tutuila at Chungking. 


Corps of Engineers—Assignment of Col. Francis C. Harrington to be acting ad- 
ministrator of the Works Progress Administration has brought the elevation of two 
other Army engineers in that organization. Maj. Bartley M. Harloe was advanced 
to be assistant administrator and chief engineer, the post formerly held by Colonel 
Harrington, Capt. Gordon E. Textor took over Major Harloe’s old job as executive 
assistant to the chief engineer. 

Lt. Col. Gordon R. Young has been appointed a member of the Beach 
Erosion Board, and a member of the Shore Protection Board, vice Col. Edwin H. 
Marks. 

Maj. Gen. Julian L. Schley, Chief of Engineers, has approved a survey of the 
North Canadian River, Okla., and Tex., and Beaver Falls, Okla. The preliminary 
examination of the locality was authorized by the Flood Control Act approved Aug. 
28, 1937, and reports were submitted by Lt. Col. S. L. Scott, District Engineer at 
Little Rock, and Col. Eugene Reybold, Division Engineer of the Southwestern Divi- 
sion in Little Rock, Ark. The field investigation necessary for the preparation of @ 
survey report has been assigned to Colonel Scott. He also has approved a survey ot 
the Rio Grande and tributaries in Colorado. Preliminary examination of this locality 
was authorized by the Flood Control Act approved June 28, 1938, and reports were 
submitted by Col. I’. S. Besson, District Engineer at Galveston, and Col. R. G. Powell, 
Division Engineer of the Gulf of Mexico Division, New Orleans, La. The field investi- 
gation necessary for the preparation of a survey report has been assigned to Colonel 
Besson. 

General Schley has assigned to Col. C. L. Sturdevant, Division Engineer of the 
Missouri River Division in Kansas City, Mo., the preparation of the report on Milk 
River, Mont., with a view to determining whether any modificatien in the recom- 
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mendations with regard to flood control on Rock Creek is advisable at the present 
time. The field investigation has been assigned to Maj. Clark Kittrell, District Engi- 
neer at Ft. Peck, Mont. 

Capt. Lucius D. Clay, who has been assistant to the Division Engineer, South- 
western Division, Denison, Tex., has been assigned to duty as District Engineer at 
Denison. Capt. Lester F. Rhodes, now at Little Rock, Ark., as assistant to the Dis- 
trict Engineer, will be relieved there about Feb. 1, and go to Louisville, Ky., as as- 
sistant to the District engineer. Capt. Thomas F. Kern, now at Ft. Logan, Colo., 
with the 2nd Engineers, will go to Little Rock as assistant to the District Engineer. 
Capt. Robert J. Fleming, jr., will be relieved of his duties as assistant to the district 
engineer at Ft. Peck, Mont., and will sail about March 1 for the Hawaiian Department. 


Army Chaplains Corps—aAs the result of the recent examination two new chaplains 
have been appointed to the regular service, filling the corps’ quota of 125 officers. 1st 
Lt. John Kenneth Connelly, Ch-Res., has been appointed a chaplain (first lieutenant) 
in the regular army and ordered to Ft. Williams, Me., while the other appointee, 
Capt. Lexington Odett Sheffield, Ch-Res., who was selected to be a chaplain (first 
lieutenant) in the regular establishment, will go to Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. Both 
will rank from Dee, 29.

The Atlantic Squadron—In view of the present diplomatic difficulties between the 
United States and Germany and the impending visit of the main body of the U. 8. 
Fleet to the Atlantic, comparisons have been made between the Nazi Fleet and the 
American forces now on our East Coast. Counting all ships now on this coast, under- 
age and overage whether a part of the Atlantic Squadron or not, we do have a con- 
siderable superiority over the total German Fleet in tonnage. The Reich Navy has 
seven battleships of 108,000 total tons, six cruisers totaling 35,000 tons, 36 destroyers 
of 44,069 tons, ten mine-layers of 6,000 tons, and 43 submarines of 16,445 tons, now 
built. The United States forces in the Atlantic include three battleships and one 
demilitarized battleship totaling 106,000 tons, eight cruisers of some 70,000 total tons, 
23 destroyers totaling 27,000, including two ships of Squadron 40-T’ in European 
waters, two aircraft carriers of 19,900 tons each, and 19 submarines totaling nearly 
20,000 tons. In tonnage, the American force totals about 262,000 to the German 209,000, 
However, the Nazi fleet is new. Her seven capital ships include the new “pocket 
battleships” of great striking power. The U. S. battleships in the Atlantic are the 
oldest vessels of the Fleet, obsolescent and no match for a new dreadnaught. Our 
eight cruisers in East Coast waters are mostly new craft, but only temporarily—so 
it is stated—in the Atlantic Squadron. Several of them are expected to return to the 
Pacific when the main body of the Fleet does. Eight of the destroyers are new, while 
the others are overage. Of the submarines, three are new vessels due to join the main 
Fleet when it comes through the Canal. The two carriers are also expected to return 
with the Fleet when it goes. 


Reserve Stocks—Stocks of military armament are not available in sufficient volume 
to meet the needs of the United States Army in time of emergency, despite the 
marked progress of the past year, according to Maj. Gen. C. M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance of the Army. 

“No Chief of Ordnance,” writes General Wesson in the current issue of Army 
Ordnance, “can but feel concerned as to the ability of the Department to meet its war 
task so long as its available stocks are insufficient to meet the needs of the Army 
until production is under way and in suflicient volume to supply requirements. The 
Department is far short of being in a satisfactory condition. Until shortages are 
made good, we naturally must have a justifiable concern.” 

Commenting on the current efforts to remedy these shortages, General Wesson 
writes: “This year some of the principal items which we are procuring by manufac- 
ture and purchase are: antiaircraft guns, mounts, and fire control; bombs of assorted 
sizes, smokeless powder, T'NT, ammonium nitrate, medium tanks, semiautomatic 
rifles, machine guns of .30 and .50 caliber for aircraft and antiaircraft, sound locators, 
and in addition we are renovating several thousand rounds of ammunition. 

“We also soon will initiate the manufacture of 37-mm. antiaircraft guns and 
mounts, 37-mm. antitank guns and mounts, and we are buying some six million dol- 
lars’ worth of special machinery, of which $1,800,000 will be used for the production 
of the seminutomatic rifle, and the remainder, being special machinery difficult to 
procure, will be held for the production of small-arms ammunition, smokeless powder, 
ammonium nitrate, etc. Up to October 15, awards to industry aggregating over nine- 
teen million dollars had been made. These awards have gone to several hundred 
firms in the industrial sections of the United States where our inspection organization 
is being built up to carry the increased load imposed by these orders.” 


Urges Selection Restudy—Representative Melvin J. Maas, ranking minority member 
of the House Naval Committee, this week called for a review of the Navy selection 
problem at the coming session, in view of the failure of the new law thus far to pro- 
vide for appreciable retention of officers on the active list. 

“The action of the Navy Department in recommending the retention of only 20 
per cent of the lieutenant commanders found to be fitted, indicates that Congress 
must take up the personnel question in next session,” he declared. “Less than a year 
ago, the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation testified before Congress that the Navy 
would need to retain 75 to 100 per cent of the officers designated as fitted, and six 
months later, a new Chief of the Bureau of Navigation says only 20 per cent should 
be retained. 

“This shows a serious lack of coordination in the Navy Department. They do not 
even have good fact-finding facilities. It is obvious that the committee must review 
the personnel situation, for the new law is not accomplishing what Congress intended. 
I do not know now whether it is the act or its administration that is at fault. Its 
Purpose and intent is not being carried out.” 


Signal Corps—The Regional Radio Conference of Central American, Panama and 
the Canal Zone held at Guatemala City, to which Lt. Col. David M. Crawford was 
a delegate has concluded its sessions at Guatemala City. The Conference, which was 
called by the Government of Guatemala, was provided for by Article 7 of the General 
Radio Regulations, Cairo 1938, and was designed to effect an allocation of broad- 
casting frequencies for the countries of Central America, Panama, and the Canal 
Zone within the frequency band of 2300 to 2400 kilocycles. Broadcasting frequencies 





for this region in the band indicated were desired because of static due to climatic 
conditions which affected broadcasts in the standard broadcasting band of 550 to 1600 
kilocycles. It was the desire of all participating States that there be accorded to each, 
including the Canal Zone, one primary frequency which might be used by each with 
sufficient power to reach all of Central America and Panama. It was also desired that 
there be accorded each participating State one secondary channel for use on a purely 
local basis. The allocation of these frequencies involved consideration of the needs 
of the military radio facilities related to the defense of the Panama Canal. With the 
cooperation of all participating Delegations, the Delegation from the United States 
representing the Canal Zone was able to effect an agreement with respect to a plan 
of allocation which meets the requirements of all the countries represented while at 
the same time procuring the insertion in the Convention of clauses designed adequately 





to protect the radio facilities in the Canal Zone. 

Maj. Wilton B. Persons, on duty at Maxwell Field, Ala., has been in Washing- 
ton the past week on temporary duty in the office of the Secretary of War.

Urge Advanced Rank 

Promotion of one grade in rank, with- 
out any increase in pay, for all survivors 
of the Spanish-American War, Boxer Up- 
rising and Philippine Insurrection is sug- 
gested by the Retired Oflicers’ Associa- 
tion in a letter sent by Col. A. T. Marix, 
USMC-Ret., president of the Association, 
to Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Military Committee, and all 
members of the committee. 


Colonel Marix also states in his letter 
that “it might be advisable in the inter- 
ests of the government to give promotion 
in the Retired List, to all retired service 
personnel, but without any increase in 
pay.” 

The text of his letter follows: 

Senator Morris Sheppard, 

Chairman, Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
Washington, D. C. 

My dear Senator Sheppard: 

Unfortunately this letter must be somewhat 
lengthy in order to cover what this Associa- 
tion desires to bring to your notice. 


We understand that a bill is being prepared 
on the recommendation of General Craig, 
Chief of Staff of the Army, which would have 
the effect of promoting to the grade of Briga- 
dier General, certain Colonels who have been, 
or may be retired prior to reaching such 
rank, 

This Association is not opposed to a bill 
which will grant such promotion, but is urg- 
ing your Committee to so broaden the bill 
that it will not be discriminatory, favoring 
the Army only, nor considered as class legis- 
lation. You undoubtedly will recall that 
thirty-three years after the Civil War, Con- 
gress enacted legislation promoting survivors 
on the Union side to the next higher grade, 
and, as thirty-eight years have now elapsed 
since the Spanish-American War, we firmly 
believe that in all fairness to the survivors of 
that war, Congress should be as considerate 
as it was with the survivors of the Civil War. 

In view of world conditions, and the fact 
that the President seems to be heartily in 
favor of increasing our Defensive Forces so 
that we may be able to meet any emergency, 
this Association believes that it will be in 
the interests of National Defense to give pro- 
motion of one grade in rank, without any 
increase in pay being incurred, to all sur- 
vivors of the Spanish-American War, Boxer 
Uprising, and Philippine Insurrection, and 
it might be advisable in the interests of the 
government to give promotion on the Retired 
List, to all retired service personnel, but 
without any increase in pay. 

One of the reasons which stimulate such 
ideas, is the fact that when retired officers 
are called again to the colors, it would be 
extremely difficult and embarrassing for them 
to return in the rank they held upon retire- 
ment, and serve under a vast number of offi- 
cers on the Active List, who had been greatly 
their juniors in times gone by, Such promo- 
tion for retired officers would stimulate mo- 
rale; would embody in them a greater desire 
to return to the colors, and assure the govern- 
ment of far better work than were they to 
return in the rank they held upon retirement. 

The bill, if passed by Congress, might and 
should provide that any retired officer below 
the grade of Rear Admiral in the Navy, or 
Brigadier General in the Army, would be re- 
quired to pass an examination as to his pro- 
fessional, mental, moral and physical ability 
to perform the duties of the next higher 
grade, and if retired officers could pass such 
an «amination, it seems incredible to be- 


lieve that they should not be advanced in 
rank, 

There are today, hundreds of retired offi- 
cers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, who are members of the Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
kindred organizations, and we firmly believe 
that the suggestions contained in this letter 
to you, will meet with the hearty support of 
the organizations we quoted above, 

If your multitudinous duties will permit 
an answer to this letter somewhat in detail 
it would be very gratifying.

At this coming out party of Miss Elea- 
nor Roosevelt, niece and namesake of 
the First Lady, among the guests was 
Miss Sareh Derby, daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. Richard Derby, the latter the former 
Ethel Roosevelt, younger daughter of 
resident Theodore Roosevelt, whose 
own coming-out dance was a gala event 
in the history of the old mansion, Her 
dance followed that of her half sister, 
Alice, one of the loveliest dances the East 
Room has witnessed. Another guest Tues- 
day night was Quentin, named for the 
baby of the Theodore Roosevelt regime, 
now occupying a soldier’s grave in France. 
This Quentin is the son of Col. and Mrs, 
Theodore Roosevelt, jr. There are visitors 
to the White House today who can tell of 
the raids on the ice box staged by young 
“Teddy” Roosevelt, when girl cousins, 
younger than his sister Alice, and there- 
fore not “Out” were visitors and being 
hungry after small and early parties, 
used to get Ted to go down to the base- 
ment kitchen in the dumb waiter. The 
door of the below stairs region was 
locked. One night Ted got stuck in the 
dumb waiter, and his wails woke the 
house to say nothing of the President, his 
father. 

It is twenty-eight years since the White 
llouse has had a debutante in its family. 
Helen Taft, only daughter of President 
and Mrs. William H. Taft came out at a 
lovely tea, but there was a Christmas 
dance in the Taft administration, for 
Charles or was it Robert? thought a 
good opportunity was going to waste 
when his father, the President, and his 
mother went to Pass Christian to spend 
Christmas, leaving the children and the 
White House to an innocuous calm. The 
boy decided against such a state of af- 
fairs and staged a Christmas party of 
his own, which came off in the historic 
Kast Room with all the thrills of the 
grown-up’s parties, if not more. The Taft 
youngster was a boy after the heart of 
Archie Roosevelt, who determined to have 
n Christmas tree, though a tree was not 
allowed in the White House then, his 
futher being a consistent conservation- 
ist, so he sneaked a small one into the 
house, hid it in his bed room closet, 
dressed it himself and on Christmas 
morning sprung it on the astonished fam- 
ily. The Roosevelt children did not go 
without a tree any year while here, how- 
ever, for Speck von Sternberg, the love- 
able German Ambassador, and intimate 
friend of the President, and his beautiful 
Kentucky wife, the Baroness, used al- 
ways to invite the White House children 
to meet Kris Kringle and a mammoth 
tree at the old German Embassy in High- 
land Terrace. 

The President and Mrs, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt entertained a company of 
twenty-two young persons at dinner be- 
fore the dance Tuesday night and there 
were many dinner parties throughout the 
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city, one of the merriest being that on the 
President’s yacht, The Potomac, when the 
officers entertained some of the season’s 
buds, among them Miss Lucile Sheppard, 
duughter of Senator Sheppard, chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee; also Barbara Henning and Elizabeth 
Meyers, who were squired by Lt. James 
Totten, Lt. Orville Stokes and Lt. Charles 
Darrell, Navy aides to the President. 

There was a children’s party Thursday 
afternoon for Sarah and Kate Roosevelt, 
small daughters of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, jr., and tonight the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt are having a few 
friends to dine with them and watch the 
old year out, the new year in.

Admiral Potter Retires 


tear Adm, David Potter, a former Pay- 
master General of the Navy, retires on 
January 1, 1939 after almost forty years 
of distinguished service in practically 
every field of Supply Corps work. 

Admiral Potter entered the service in 
ebruary 1898 and was immediately as- 
signed to the USS Katahdin, serving in 
that vessel and others for continuous sea 
duty of three years and three months. He 
served progressively on shore duty and 
at sea on a variety of assignments and in 
1917 he was a member of the Compensa- 
tion Board in the Navy Department, con- 
tinuing on that duty until July 1919. 

Iie was then ordered as Fleet Pay- 
master, in which assignment he continued 
until April 1921 when at the age of forty- 
six and with over twenty-three years of 
service he was appointed by the Presi- 
dent as Paymaster General of the Navy 
and Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts. At the conclusion of this tour 
of duty he performed special work in 
connection with War Claims and other 
important matters. He was named as 
General Inspector of the Supply Corps 
for the West Coast in March 1930, which 
position he relinquished in March 1984 
ultimately to establish the Finance and 
Supply School located in the Navy Yard, 
Philadelphia. Upon conclusion of this 
duty in 1938, he was assigned temporary 
duties in the Twelfth Naval District with 
headquarters at San Francisco, Calif., 
from which place he goes to the retired 
list.

South American Cruise 

For the first time in 15 years, United 
States naval vessels will “round the 
Horn,” under plans for a South American 
“Good-Will Cruise” revealed this week. 

Diplomatic arrangements are not yet 
complete, but it is contemplated that 
Cruiser Division Seven will sail from the 
West Coast next month on a tour of 
South American ports. The Division, 
commanded by Rear Adm. Husband F. 
Kimmel, will visit Pacifie ports, come 
round South America either by Cape 
Horn, or through the Straits of Magellan 
up the East Coast, putting in at principal 
seaboard cities and then come to New 
York for the World’s Fair. 

Only three of the cruisers of the di- 
vision are expected to make the trip 
the San Francisco, Quincy and Tusca- 
loosa, The Vincennes, fourth ship of the 
group, is due for overhaul at Mare Island. 
The trip of the vessels around the Horn 
will mark the first cruise of an American 
naval ship of the sort since 1923, when 
the USS Nashville made the long haul.

U. S. COAST GUARD 








The Commandant of the Coast Guard, 
Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche has for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for submission to Congress a revised 
draft of the proposed 20 year retirement 
law for Coast Guard enlisted personnel. 
It must be approved by the Secretary and 
by the Bureau of the Budget. The orig- 
inal tentative draft of the measure, as 
printed in full in the Noy. 19, 1938 issue 
of the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, has been 
changed in two respects. The principal 
change is embodied in a new paragraph 
inserted at the head of Section 4 of the 
original. This paragraph reads, “The 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
to call any enlisted man who has been re- 
tired pursuant to this act into active ser- 
vice for such duty as he may be able to 
perform. While so employed such en- 
listed men shall receive full pay, allow- 
ances and benefits authorized by law, 
shall be eligible for promotion and shall 
be entitled to the benefits of continuous 
service for such rank and for such length 
of time as he is or has been employed in 
nctive service, and when relieved of ac- 
tive service shall retain upon the retired 
list the rank and service held by him at 
the time of such relief, with pay and such 
increases as are prescribed in Section 5 of 
this Act.” 

In another change, the draft was so 
worded as to give the Secretary of the 
Treasury the power to decide what con-

In submitting the revised draft to the

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Financial Digest 


There is promise that the upward trend 
of business activity, which has been 
underway since the middle of the sum- 
mer, will extend over the New Year. A 
sharp rise has been experienced in indus- 
trial production, and there has been an 
improvement in the flow of general mer- 
chandise into the hands of the consumers 
following the less-than-seasonal rise re- 
ported for October. A drop has occurred 
in steel ingot production from its high of 
683 per cent of capacity, but should auto- 
mobile production during the winter 
come up to expectations, the needs of this 
industry, according to Iron Age, together 
with larger rollings of steel for construc- 
tion, the railroads, the can manufactur- 
ing industry, and the increasingly im- 
portant group of miscellaneous  con- 
sumers, should be sufficient to support 
ingot production to 60 per cent, or even 
higher, during a considerable part of the 
first quarter. Monthly income payments, 
the most inclusive single indicator of 
current economic change, have increased 
steadily since May, the 1938 low point. 
This advance has cancelled more than 
half of the reduction from the average 
for the first eight months of 1937 to the 
May 1988 low. For this final quarter of 
the current year, it is likely that the 
monthly income payments adjusted for 
price changes, will at least equal the 
total for the concluding quarter of 1987. 
The Department of Commerce predicts 
that the total income paid individuals 
will approximate at least 64 billion dol- 
lars this year as compared with 69 bil- 
lions in 1937. Since corporate earnings 
are muchiower than in 1937, it is proba- 
ble that income produced will fall well 
below the figure for income payments; in 
1987 income produced was about 70 bil- 
lions. Helpful to industry will be the 
rearmament program which Congress 
will adopt. Also helpful is the announce- 
ment that the President will not advocate 
any new social or economic legislation, 
but will cooperate with Congress in per- 
fecting the laws now on the statute books. 
There is a strong demand in Congress 
that relief be slashed, and this likely will 
be done even with the President's esti- 
mate of approximately $700,000 to carry 
the WPA through the remainder of the 
current fiscal year, Except in the matter 
of National Defense, Congress will be 
disposed to curtail expenditures for the 
next fiscal year wherever possible. There 
is sharp criticism in both Houses over the 
lresident’s action in appointing Former 
Director of Relief Hopkins to the office 
of Secretary of Commerce, and the pros- 
pect that he will make Former Governor 
Murphy of Michigan, Attorney General. 
Confirmation of these nominations by the 
Senate will be regarded as a vindication 
of the relief procedure of the former, and 
the conduct of the latter relating to the 
sit-down strikes. Such confirmation will 
not be obtained, however, without a sharp 
struggle. However, the exposures will be 
valuable in that they will tend to cause 
Congress to earmark relief, and to 
amend the National Labor Relations Law 
in a manner which will be more satis- 
factory to business. While regarding the 
prospects for 1939 favorable to business 
activity, the shrewd market operators 
will keep an eye constantly on foreign 
developments. Those developments will 
affect the United States as the President 
will set forth in the annual message he 
will deliver to Congress on January 4,

Coordinating Defense 


Establishment of a special joint Con- 
gressional committee to draft a well- 
rounded comprehensive National Defense 
program was urged this week by Repre- 
sentative Melvin J. Maas, R. of Minn. 

“There is a noticeable lack of coopera- 
tion and coordination between the Army 
and Navy,” declared Congressman Maas, 
a colonel of Marine Corps aviation and 
strong Defense supporter. “The fault and 
source of this division lies in Congress, 
for there is not even any means of co- 
ordinating the development of the 
two services and at times there is friction 
between the military and naval commit- 
tees, 

“We grow crazy on providing airplanes, 
then we hear that antiaircraft is what is 
needed, Tanks are then stressed, and 
next it is battleship replacement or auxi- 
laries that must be provided. Nobody in 
Congress knows what should be done. 
We should find out exactly what is needed 
and write a new National Defense Act 
for all of the Services.” 

The Minnesota Representative, ranking 
minority member of the House Naval 
Committee, said that he had talked the 
matter over with a number of members 
of Congress, and having been promised 
some support, planned to introduce a 
resolution to set up a special committee 
when Congress convenes. His resolution 
would provide that members of the exist- 
ing Senate and House Military and Naval 
Committees serve on the body. No delay 
in carrying forward the rearmament pro- 
gram need occur by holding the study, he 
contended. 





Merchant Marine 


The Maritime Commission has awarded 
to the Moore Drydock Company of Oak- 
land, Calif., at $5,715,520 a contract for 
the construction of two fast freighters of 
the C-3 type. The vessels, of about 11,000 
tons displacement, will be built to speci- 
fications approved by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

This is the first construction to go to 
a Pacific yard under the Maritime Com- 
mission’s program for the rehabilitation 
of the merchant marine. Since the first 
of the year the commission has con- 
tracted for fifty-two vessels, having a ton- 
nage in excess of 630,000 tons. The com- 
mission’s program is fifty new ships a 
year for ten years. 

Today’s contract was let under Section 
502(f) of the Merchant Marine Act, 
which provides that the commission, in 
the interest of national defense and na- 
tional emergency, may allocate tonnage 
“in such manner as it determines to be 
just, fair and reasonable to all sections of 
the counrty, subject to the provisions of 
this subsection.” 

The law requires that the commission 
take into consideration the benefits ac- 
eruing from standardized construction, 
the conditions of unemployment and the 
needs and reasonable requirements of all 
shipyards. It also provides that alloca- 
tion under such circumstances have the 
approval of the President. President 
Roosevelt has given his approval to this 
allocation, as has the Navy Department 
in connection with the national defense 
program. 

On the basis of information gathered 
by its experts, the commission found that 
Pacific Coast shipyard facilities needed 
bolstering in the interest of national de- 
fense and national emergency.

Writing on the subject of American 
Super Liners, the editor of the Marine 
Journal, in its current issue, states: “Now 
that we have hopes of getting an Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine, it seems to me that 
some thought should be given to Ameri- 
can super liners, for, without ships of this 
character in our national fleet, we will 
be decidedly handicapped in competition. 

“We have let our cargo tonnage reach 
the obsolete stage and are trying to hurry 
along replacements. This program is all 
right as far as it goes but, it should not 
be overlooked that trade opportunities in- 
volving the use of freight ships are gradu- 
ally narrowing and that profitable em- 
ployment is diminishing under the na- 
tionalistic policies promoted by the col- 
lectivist nations. 

“If we are to meet our trade competi- 
tors on their own ground, it will be neces- 
sary for us not only to advance a sub- 
stantial part of the money needed for 
ship construction, but also to spend large 
additional sums to subsidize foreign 
trade. 

“By neglecting to build super liners we 
have practically thrown up the sponge, 
leaving the profit and prestige derived 
from such ships entirely to our competi- 
tors. 

“Our intermediate type ships such as 
the Manhattan, Washington and the 
America, now under construction, are ex- 
cellent ships and profitable in operation. 
But they are not super liners. 

“Six of these great super liners are 
now in operation with one more due 
shortly and building plans for another 
announced. All of them are dependent 
upon the American traveling public for 
their support. Not one of them would 


have been built had it not been for the 
money spent each year by American citi- 
zens who travel on them. All of them are 
fattening off of our patronage. And what 
is more, all of these super liners have 
been built with state money which has 
never been paid on the war debts owed to 
us. 

“Thus, we are in the strange position 
of seeing our rich travel market tapped 
by inducements offered by a class of ships 
we do not possess, while honest debts go 
unpaid and we make a belated bid for 
the sub-marginal crumbs of the North At- 
lantie trade. 

“This picture is completely at variance 
with our historical background, unless 
we are willing to accept the arguments 
of our competitors that we are not ship 
minded and should leave sea power to 
them while we devote our energies to less 
arduous domestic undertakings.” 





Name MC Selection Board 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson has an- 
nounced that a selection board will be 
convened at the Navy Department, Jan. 
9, 1939, to recommend not more than 
three officers of the Medical Corps in the 
rank of captain for advancement to rear 
admiral.

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Raw Materials

Quicksilver or mercury has a variety 
of uses, such as a constituent of medic- 
jnal products, in paint, in dental work, 
in instruments, in lamps, in detonating 
high explosives, and in carroting fur in 
certain types of hats, such as the Army 
campaign hat. It is also used in the amal- 
gamation of gold and silver ores. The 
chief military use of mercury is in the 
manufacture of mercury fulminate for 
high explosives. No satisfactory substi- 
tute has been found for mercury in this 
use, but experiments are being carried 
on with some promise of success. Substi- 
tutes have been found for mercury in the 
making of non-fouling paints for use on 
ships’ hulls and in some other articles 
in which mercury is now used. The an- 
nual world production of mercury is five 
thousand metric tons or about 145,000 
flasks of seventy-six pounds each. Prior 
to the present Revolution, Spain pro- 
duced forty-seven per cent of the world’s 
mercury. Italy furnishes about forty per 
cent of the world’s supply. Most of the 
remainder is produced in the United 
States, Mexico, and Canada. Our normal 
annual consumption is about 22,000 sev- 
enty-six pound flasks or about one-sey- 
enth of the world production. Our pro- 
duction is less than half this amount. In 
case of war our military consumption of 
mercury would greatly increase but it is 
probable with the elimination of non- 
essential uses and the employment of 
substitutes the consumption could be 
held to approximately that of peace time. 
Normal stocks on hand total about 2,000 
flasks. Under stimulus of war conditions 
domestic production may be increased to 
a point where it might be possible to get 
along, even with all imports cut off. 

Medical Supplies are Vital 

Medical supplies for both the military 
and the civilian population are items of 
extreme importance, It will be remem- 
bered that during the Civil War the 
Southern States suffered greatly because 
of lack of such supplies. Confederate 
captures of hospital stores were hailed 
with delight throughout the South. There 
was a great deal of smuggling of drugs, 
particularly quinine, through the North- 
ern lines to the South. Most of the block- 
ade runners had medicinal articles as an 
important part of their cargoes. We are 
largely dependent on external sources for 
such supplies as iodine, nux vomica, 
opium, and quinine, and any considera- 
tion of our degree of self-sufficiency must 
take into account our lack of these items. 

Until recently we were dependent upon 
the Japanese Empire for camphor. How- 
ever, as a result of the development of 
synthetic camphor in this country, which 
has been accepted as equal in all respects 
to natural camphor, this item has been 
removed from the strategic and placed 
on the critical list by the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board. This action directs our 
attention to the fact that any list of com- 
modities must be readjusted to reflect 
advances in scientific developments and 
as time goes on it may well be that items 
how of lesser importance appearing on 
the critical list may become strategic be- 
cause of increased use, and decreased 
resources, or both. By the same token 
development of satisfactory substitutes 
may eliminate an item from considera- 
tion as a strategic or critical material. 

Our progress in the production of 
Strategic materials is emphasized by our 
experience in the procurement of iodine. 
Formerly, sixty per cent of the world’s 
annual production of iodine was in Chile 
and twenty per cent in Scotland. Rela- 
tively small amounts were produced in 
Japan, France and Java. World produc- 
tion and trade of iodine have undergone 
Significant changes in recent years with 
the United States, formerly dependent 
upon a foreign monopoly for its supplies, 
emerging as the world’s second largest 
Producer, and capable of securing its en- 
tire requirements from domestic sources. 
The old method of obtaining this impor- 
tant item was from kelp, it is now pro- 
duced in this country from salt water oil 
Wells. In 1930, prior to the utilization of 
domestic resources, the price of iodine 
was approximately $5.00 per pound. Since 





that time the price has gradually de- 
clined to approximately $1.60 per pound. 
This item, however, is being maintained 
on the strategic list because of its high 
degree of essentiality and because the 
industry is young it is felt that some diffi- 
culty may be encountered in maintain- 
ing domestic production. There are no 
satisfactory substitutes for this item for 
field use. Iodine is used as an antiseptic, 
as a germicide and as a counter irritant. 
Salts of iodine are used in photography 
and analytical chemistry. 

Nux vomica is a drug produced almost 
exclusively in India and Cochin China 
and manufactured principally in Switzer- 
land. Its principal alkaloid is strych- 
nine. Annual imports of the United 
States are about three million pounds of 
the bean. The normal United States 
stockage is one million pounds. This 
drug has an important place in the prac- 
tice of medicine particularly as a cardiac 
stimulant. However, a great deal of that 
used in the United States is in insecti- 
cides and other vermin exterminators 
and for this purpose substitutions may 
be made and the supply conserved. 

Opium is produced in several Oriental 
countries. As it is widely used as a habit- 
forming drug in the localities where it is 
produced it is difficult to secure accurate 
production statistics. Poppies for manu- 
facture of opium are grown in India, and, 
in spite of prohibitions, in China. Most of 
our supplies of medicinal opium come 
from Turkey and Persia, with a small 
amount from Yugoslavia. Our annual 
consumption in the United States is 134,- 
000 pounds, and our normal stockage is 
about 115,000 pounds. While our con- 
sumption would increase in the event of 
war it is believed that the opium supply 
would present no serious problem even 
if all imports were stopped. 

There is now a war reserve sufficient 
in amount to meet all military require- 
ments for a two-year period. This was 
obtained from the Treasury Department 
from confiscated materials. Because this 
is one of our most important strategic 
items and because our war reserve does 
not include civilian requirements, this 
drug must remain on the strategie list. 

In the Dutch East Indies and India 
there is produced ninety per cent of the 
world’s quinine. Japan is now producing 
about 900,000 ounces of quinine annually. 
The world production in 1982 was ap- 
proximately 11,000 metric tons. Our an- 
nual consumption is about 360,000 
pounds, while our normal stocks equal 
150,000 pounds. Its chief use is as a spe- 
cific for malaria. There are some pos- 
sible substitutes, but these are also of 
foreign origin, so that our shortage of 
quinine might easily become serious if 
we were denied access to foreign sup- 
plies. We might well, in the absence of 
an adequate war reserve of this impor- 
tant drug have more soldiers in the hos- 
pital from malaria than from enemy’s 
bullets. 

Animal and Vegetable Fibers 

Of the imported animal fibers, which 
we would need in a major war, wool and 
silk are of prime importance, Classified 
as vegetable fibers, Abaca, or manila 
fiber, Sisal and Jute are also important. 
We produce no silk at all and our wool 
production is sufficient to meet only two- 
thirds of our normal requirements. Ma- 
nila fiber comes only from the Philippines 
and jute almost entirely from India. We 
are largely dependent on Mexico for our 
sisal or hennequin. 

The world’s production of wool (ex- 
clusive of Russia) is in excess of three 
and one-half billion pounds. Many coun- 
tries do not publish statistics as to wool 
produced and estimates covering such 
coutries as Russia and China, where 
much of the wool is used locally, are apt 
to be inaccurate. The United States pro- 
duces about 435,000,000 pounds of virgin 
wool each year, about two-thirds of its 
consumption. In addition wool reclama- 
tion amounts to 160,000,000 pounds. 
There is a normal stockage of about 300,- 
000,000 pounds. It must be remembered 
that our requirements for a large army 
and navy would greatly increase the con 
sumption as the life of clothing and 
blankets under combat conditions is rela- 
tively short. In a major war our unre- 
stricted national requirements would ap- 
proximate 2,000,000,000 pounds. How- 





ever, the civil consumption could prob- 
ably be greatly reduced. For example, 
perhaps sixty per cent of our imported 
wool is used in weaving carpets, a use 
that could be greatly curtailed if neces- 
sary to conserve wool. By the substitu- 
tion of cotton for wool in many fabrics 
and by the use of reworked wool it is 
possible that with rigid conservation our 
increased wartime requirements could 
be met. We receive our imported wool 
from many sections. One-fourth of our 
imported wool comes from the United 
Kingdom, 8 per cent from China, and 
lesser amounts from Australia, Argen- 
tina and France. 

The world’s raw silk production is 
largely confined to Japan, China, and 
Italy. The total annual production is in 
excess of 100,000,000 pounds, of which 
Japan produces seventy per cent, China 
twenty per cent and Italy nearly ten per 
cent. Our raw silk imports reach a total 
of about 75,000,000 pounds, seventy-five 
per cent of which are from Japan, which 
in turn represents 35 per cent of Japan’s 
production for foreign trade. In a major 
war with our imports stopped practically 
all civil requirements might very well be 
considered non-essential, as other fab- 
rics, particularly rayon, could be substi- 
tuted for silk. The principal military 
uses for silk are in cable coverings, para- 
chutes, and in powder bags. Experi- 
mental work is being done with a view 
to substituting cotton for silk for some 
of the military uses. It is estimated that 
our military and naval requirements in 
a major war would not exceed 14,000,000 
pounds of silk a year. Our current stocks, 
with substitutions, and if civilian use 
were eliminated, would last approxi- 
mately a year. 

Manila fiber or abaca is particularly 
desirable for use in marine cordage and 
hawsers, as it does not quickly deterior- 
ate as a result of alternate wetting and 
drying, or through the action of salt 
water, and it is the only rope that will 
float. It is superior to all other known 
vegetable fibers for the manufacture of 
cordage because of its strength, durabil- 
ity and low cost. The annual production 
of this fiber, which is an exclusive Phil- 
ippine product, is about one and one-half 
million bales of 278 pounds each. The 
United States consumes about one-third 
of the total production. The normal 
stockage in continental United States is 
about 80,000 bales. Under extreme war 
conditions our military and civilian con- 
sumption could probably be held to 
sea lanes closed this supply would not be 
available and it would be necessary to 
use less satisfactory material, such as 
cotton or hemp cordage, wire cable and 
chains, 

Fighty-nine per cent of our supply of 
sisal or hennequin comes from Yucatan 
in Mexico. Other sources are Cuba, the 
Dutch East Indies, and Africa. There is 
no domestic production in continental 
United States. It is used extensively for 
small ropes and binder twine. The grow- 
ing use of the combine in harvesting 
grain is reducing our importation of this 
product. The average imports are about 
250,000,000 pounds. Our normal stock- 
age in the hands of manufacturers and 
importers is about one-fourth of this 
amount. Substitutes may be developed 
by the cordage industry, but the situation 
in harvesting crops during a war a few 
years hence may be so changed by the 


increased use of the combine that our 
need for binder twine will be greatly 
lessened. 


While jute is produced in India, China 
and Japan, India is the only country 
which produces it extensively for export. 
None is produced in continental United 
States. Ninety per cent of our imports 
are from India. Jute is used for the 
weaving of burlap, packing and bagging. 
Military uses include horse covers, sur- 
cingles, webbing, forage and feed bags, 
baling and packing. Our consumption ex- 
ceeds one-half billion pounds annually. 
Stocks on hand in this country are per- 
haps a little less than one-fourth of this 
amount. For almost all of the uses of 
jute, cotton may be substituted, though 
under normal conditions jute is much the 
cheaper. Cotton, too, is subject to mildew 
and for many purposes is not so durable 
as jute. In view of the availability of 
substitutes the problem presented in 








supplying this commodity is relatively 
not particularly serious.

of age in the rank of brigadier general 
was considered and will be recommended 
to Congress next week. 

Pay legislation for all of the Services 
was considered in Congress and two 
studies were directed. One of these, of 
Navy-Marine Corps pay, was made in the 
Navy Department for the House Naval 
Committee, while at the instigation of 
the Senate Military Committee, an Inter- 
department Board has prepared a report 
and legislation looking to a pay increase 
for all of the Armed Services, The ban 
on the reenlistment allowance was con- 
tinued for another year, and pension leg- 
islation was considered, One bill, making 
pensionable injuries or death incurred 
while on leave was passed, while a more 
important measure, to increase the rates, 
was held over until the coming session 
for further study. 

Reserve Gains 

Important gains were made in the Re- 
serve Components during the year. After 
several years of study, a new basic act 
for the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve 
was enacted and plans for a ten year ex- 
pansion program started. Legislation for 
creation of a Naval CMTC failed. Funds 
were allowed for training 30,000 Army 
Reserve officers annually, and for en- 
largement of the ROTC to build up the 
Officers Reserve Corps. The National 
Guard received an increase in strength 
from 200,000 to 205,000 and enlarged ap- 
propriations for arms and equipment. An 
important development was the establish- 
ment of the Regular Army Reserve, com- 
posed of honorably discharged enlisted 
men, and funds allowed for the first in- 
crement of the ultimate 75,000 man or- 
ganization. 

A major change affecting the Army was 
as to uniforms. The new officers blue 
dress uniform was made compulsory for 
evening wear ut posts in the United 
States. Orders were issued to substitute 
trousers for breeches for all troops ex- 
cept mounted units, and a new slate blue 
service uniform was brought out for test. 

Other measures of importance to the 
National Defense under consideration 
during the year, included a project to in- 
crease electric power production and pro- 
vide more connecting lines between cities 
so that alternate supplies would be avail- 
able in an emergency, recommendations 
of the Secretary of War to increase and 
strengthen the locks and facilities of the 
Panama Canal, and a proposal to con- 
struct another Canal in Nicaragua, A 
major issue of the last Congress, certain 
to be revived, was the so-called Ludlow 
constitutional amendment requiring a 
referendum before Congress could de- 
clare war. 

In an effort to combat Nazi and Fascist 
influence in South America, legislation 
was passed to permit Latin-Americans to 
attend our military and naval schools, 
and the number and strength of Amer- 
ican missions and attaches to the coun- 
tries to the South were increased. An im- 
portant development of the past few 
months was the drive conducted against 
sples and the movement to strengthen our 
counter-espionage forces. 


New Navy Duty Tour Policy 

A new policy governing the assignment 
of Line officers to tours of duty afloat and 
ashore covering the assignments of 
“fitted” officers was announced by the 
Navy Department this week. 

Effective after June, 1939, the Chief of 
Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. J. O. 
Richardson, declares in a current bulle- 
tin, the normal cruises of lieutenants will 
be increased to four years. This action 
was taken because of the shortage of of- 
ficers of that rank. 

In the first pronouncement of adminis- 
trative policy regarding the assignments 
of “fitted officers,” the Navigation state- 
ment said that “fitted” captains and com- 
manders will not be ordered to sea duty 
other than in exceptional circumstances. 
“Fitted” lieutenant commanders will be 
allowed sea duty, it was said, but not in 
command of destroyers or submarines or 
as heads of departments in combatant 
vessels. This ruling is in accordance with 
Sec. 11 (a) of the new Line Personnel 
Act, which provides: “Priority in assign- 


ment to duty in any grade shall be ac- 
corded, irrespective of seniority in grade, 
to those officers who have been selected 
as best fitted for promotion to that 
grade.” 

The text of the Bureau of Navigation 
announcement follows : 

“In view of the continual shortage of 
Lieutenants available for duty in the 
Fleet, which will be further complicated 
by the operation of recent personnel legis- 
lation, the Bureau contemplates certain 
changes in the policy governing assign- 
ment of officers to duty. 

“In administering the new law, the 
Bureau does not contemplate ordering 
Captains and Commanders promoted to 
those grades as “fitted” to sea duty ex- 
cept in exceptional circumstances, Lieu- 
tenant Commanders promoted to that 
grade as “fitted” will be employed at sea 
where their seniority permits as may be 
necessary, but the Bureau does not con- 
template ordering them to command de- 
stroyers or submarines or as heads of de- 
partments in combatant units of the 
Fleet. 

“To replace officers promoted to Lieu- 
tenant Commander as “fitted,” the normal 
cruise of Lieutenants will be increased to 
four years. Effective after June 1939, the 
normal rotation of duty will be considered 
as follows:

Announcement has been made of the 
appointment of a selection board to meet 
in the Navy Department, Jan. 9, to recom- 
mend lieutenants for promotion to lieu- 
tenant commander. 

Inasmuch as there are now a large 
number of officers on the promotion list 
for lieutenant commander, the board will 
select only 125 officers for promotion as 
best fitted. In addition, the records of 
nearly 550 officers must be examined for 
consideration for advancement as fitted 
and an as yet undetermined percentage 
of them for retention on the active list.

The medical records of officers eligible 
for selection have recently been examined 
and all officers whose physical state was 
doubtful were given special examina- 
tions. The names of those found not 
physically qualified will not be submitted 
to the board. They will be surveyed for 
retirement which will be in the grade of 
lieutenant. Last week in announcing the 
results of the Navy and Marine Corps 





selection boards, it was stated errone- 
ously that six lieutenant commanders of 
the Navy and seven captains of the Ma- 
rine, whose names were not submitted to 
the board as they were not physically 
qualified, would retire with the rank and 
pay of the higher grade. This is not cor- 
rect.
